GENERAL STATEMENT 
ON THE PROGRESS OF PRISON DISCIPLINE : 
7 Geo. IV. c. 74, s. 55. 



* COUNTY GAOLS. 

S INCE the period of our last Report, several of the new Gaols have been 
finished and occupied ; there remain now but two new buildings unfinished, 
and two counties in which the Grand Juries have not yet carried into effect the 
provisions of the Act of Parliament respecting the accommodation and scale of 
classification required in a County Gaol ; it is, however, necesary to observe, that 
many Gaols are deficient in the accommodation now required. The additions 
which have been built were arranged according to the general suggestion made in 
the year 1825. In our Fourth Report we exhibited a scale by which County Gaols 
were divided into eight classes, according to the varieties of plan and accommodation 
as they then stood. This scale, and the proposed improvements suggested by us, 
were naturally founded on the averaged number of prisoners committed in each 
county at the period when the suggestion was made, as well as on the extent and 
nature of existing buildings. Since that time circumstances have changed.; the 
average number of committals has varied ; and it is for the consideration of the 
Grand Juries, how far the present wants of each county may or may not require 
further exertions. t 

All written treatises upon the subject of prison discipline, as well as all Reports 
which have been made to Parliament, or laid before the public by the several 
valuable societies formed to promote improvement in the mode of treatment of 
prisoners, have agreed that there are two indispensable ingredients in every sound 
system of moral improvement ; viz. the constant employment of the different 
classes by day, and the seclusion of each individual at night, after a day of labour. 

The Schedule (C) in our Appendix will show how far the accommodation now 
afforded makes provision for the latter object. From this Schedule it at once 
appears that the accommodation is still defective in many counties, when com- 
pared with the present average of committals. The deficiency is particularly 
striking in the County Gaols of Antrim and Armagh ; indeed, in these counties it 
would seem as if the principle of separation was wholly abandoned ; and it must 
be our duty to persevere in the efforts which we have made to induce the Grand 
63. b Juries 
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Juries of those counties to present the sum of money necessary to place their 
Gaols on a par with others. In urging this object, we stand upon the strono- 
ground of the law, as every deficiency in this most important particular is as clearly 
a violation of the Prison Act as it is a bar to all real improvement. 

The modern system of prison discipline, like many other systems of policy, is 
/me which cannot with any good result, or even with safety, be partially acted 
upon ; nay, if the whole scope and design of the Prison Act is not taken into 
consideration, any attempt to comply with particular enactments may produce 
positive evil ; and it has been an unhappy consequence and effect of partial mea- 
sures, that an opinion has gone abroad that the present comfortable state of our 
Gaols is productive of increase of crime; an opinion wholly unfounded as ap- 
plied to cases in which the whole Act is complied with, but too justly applicable 
to the present state of many Gaols, which afford to criminals every comfort 
prescribed for them, without bringing into operation any of the corrective enact- 
ments. 



We have in our last Report explained our views upon this subject, and endea- 
voured to show how obviously this evil must arise if the Act of Parliament is 
complied with in one branch of its provisions and rejected in another. In such 
a case a Gaol will be attractive, and consequently encouraging to crime, while if 
the Act is fully carried into effect, the system will present every thing that is for- 
midable and revolting to the depraved character and licentious habits of the 
persons likely to become inmates of our prisons. 

It is not our object to vary our observations, but to endeavour to impress them 
again and again upon the local authorities , upon whom every thing practically 
depends ; and we therefore introduce the following extract from our Eleventh 
Report, page 6. 



“ The objects comprised within the provisions of the Prison Act may be placed 
under two general heads : the Jirst provides for the present support and reason- 
able comfort of the prisoners, by enactments which regulate the number of the 
rooms and yards, supplies of clothing, bedding and food, with the use of air and 
exercise; the second relates to the moral department, which is intended to render 
imprisonment an ultimate benefit to the prisoner and to the community ; and which 
comprises religious, moral and literary instruction, strict execution of sentences, 
particularly that of hard labour, the appointment of profitable work for all poor- 
prisoners, male schools, the education of the females under competent matrons, See. 



“ These two branches of Prison Discipline have distinct, and in their effects, 
very different objects ; and it requires but little observation to see that the one 
branch will be easily established, and that the objects of the other can only be 
accomplished by persevering efforts against the opposition of indolence and pre- 
judice. I he object of the one secures the co-operation of the prisoners them- 
selves (a powerful auxiliary) to carry it into constant effect : the object is to secure 
to them then- comforts and their rights, to provide them with good lodging clothe 
ing and food, without interfering with their perfect ease and idleness it" involves 
ie officers m little labour or trouble, and the prisoners in none. In the second 
branch the principle is of an opposite nature ; it demands, on the part of the

and instruction will not be very readily received, or easily carried into effect It 
is necessary for us to point out, that in advancing from the lower to the 
higher objects of Prison Discipline, not only the prisoners, but the officers and 
more especially the lioard of Superintendence, are passing from a system of ease 
to an active and comparatively difficult field of duty. The first branch of tS 
twofold division may he effected by the occasional attendance of the Board who

underlake a belle, , and thus the county, by being satisfied with such a system 



may 
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may and often do take credit to themselves for economy ; apparent economy only. 
The natural result of these principles is, that the Gaols of Ireland present at this 
day to an inexperienced eye an universally satisfactory appearance ; and so far as 
the minor objects are concerned, may be reported, almost without exception, as 
being in a state of very high improvement. Cleanliness, order and classification, 
humanity in the officers, and propriety of deportment among the prisoners, are 
every where to be found. But if the Boards of Superintendence enter more deeply 
into the subject ; if they engage zealously in the work of moral, religious and lite- 
rary instruction ; if they establish minute classification, with such a number of 
officers as will enable the turnkeys to become acquainted with the characters of 
their classes, and to devote their time to them (which was contemplated on the 
removal of the military guards, and the principal motive for the adoption of that 
measure) ; above all, if they determine to enforce the law with respect to labour, 
and not only provide the best means of executing the sentence to hard labour, but 
employ every prisoner ; if the Gaol thus becomes a busy scence of industry and 
instruction ; if, moreover, the Boards of Superintendence extend their care (as the 
Act prescribes) to all the Bridewells throughout their respective counties ; such 
a system can only be supported by steadiness and perseverance, by regular attend- 
ance, by comprehensive bye-laws strictly enforced, by an intelligent and zealous 
Board who take the system into their own hands, and delegate their powers or 
transfer the important objects of their trust to no official care, however respectable ; 
and we are sorry to say, that such a machinery is not every where to be found. 
These views will at once account for the undeniable fact, that the County Gaols 
are defective (as will appear by our Reports) in those vital points in which con- 
sist the true value of the system prescribed by law, in a great proportion of the 
counties throughout Ireland.” 



SOLITARY CELLS. 

IT is necessary for us to point out the general state of the cells particularly set 
apart for prisoners sentenced to solitary confinement, a subject which very much 
calls for the attention of the Boards of Superintendence. In constructing these cells, 
it is important to keep in view the object which solitary imprisonment is intended 
to accomplish. The description of solitary cells now under consideration, have 
been too generally confounded with places designed for short and severe punish- 
ments. Of such a nature may be considered the committals to a solitary cell, 
under the powers given to the Governors of Gaols by the 109th Section of the 
Prison Act, (Rule 15 to 17) for offences committed within the prison, and which 
are specified in those Rules. Even in such cases where restraint is imposed 
without any view to the moral effects of solitude, it appears to us that, in justice 
to the prisoner, provision should be made for warming the cells and for airing 
yards. Solitary confinement is however to be viewed in another and much more 
important character, viz., when by the sentence of a Court the prisoner is com- 
mitted to solitary confinement. The salutary effect of such a punishment has 
lately been so much considered, that provision .should be made for giving effect to 
it in every County Gaol; indeed, at present, a great proportion of soldiers im- 
prisoned under the Mutiny Act, are committed under such a sentence, and very 
inadequately accommodated. The object of solitary committals is clearly of a 
moral and corrective nature, intended to try the influence of solitude, upon the 
human mind : dispositions which cannot be subdued by any other means aro 
found often to yield to its influence, and it is surely not only contrary to the 
feelings of humanity but must militate against, if not wholly preclude, the pros- 
pects of success to place the subject of such a sentence in a cold, if not dark, 
cell, without those necessary comforts which are supplied to all other criminals, 
and thus to expose him to sufferings and privations which it is neither the spirit of 
his sentence or according to law to impose upon him. On the contrary, the mind of 
a secluded prisoner should be as much as possible disengaged from all distracting 
feelings, and every aid afforded to promote that s'erious self-inspection and cheerful 
submission to his sentence, which any thing like injustice or harsh treatment is 
sure to counteract. On our late tour of inspection, a peculiarly interesting instance 
of the success of solitary confinement was exhibited in one of our best conducted 
County Gaols. A prisoner was confined by order of the magistrates in a solitary 
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cell, properly constructed and supplied ; he appeared to be perfectly contented 
and subdued, and to have profited effectually by his seclusion, during which he 
had learned to read , not having been acquainted with letters prior to his com- 
mittal ; his mind being altogether detached from external things, and affected by 
the kind treatment and attention of the governor, his attention to the instruction 
afforded to him was unremitted, and this entire change was the work of one 
fortnight. We most earnestly press this subject on the Boards of Superintendence, 
and trust that we shall see provision made for arranging effective solitary cells 
throughout the prisons on our next inspection. 



WORK AND LABOUR. 

B\ the Prison Act (7th Geo. 4, c. 74, sec. 104), it is imperative on the keeper 
of each and every prison in Ireland to keep every poor prisoner in such prison to 
work of such kind as the Grand Jury or Board of Superintendence shall direct and 
appoint. It is then clearly the duty of the Grand Jury or Board to appoint, and 
of the Governor to enforce, constant employment for every inmate of a Gaol who 
receives the county allowances ; there is no discretionary power, no speculation 
allowed, whether the work is likely to be profitable or not ; if the prisoners are idle 
the law is not carried into effect. 



The advantages of prison labour to the prisoner are obvious and universally 
admitted ; the advantages to the public appear equally clear to us from the follow- 
ing observations, viz. : 

1st. The purchase of materials for the work in our Gaols is a positive 
advantage to the public. 

2d. The man now in Gaol is soon to be at large, and quere ; will it be 
most for the advantage of the public that he should go out, accustomed to 
industry and^killed in the means of earning his bread, or that he should 
return as a marauder and burthen on society, and probably to be recommitted 
to live at the public expense ? 

3d. Two-thirds of the profits of prison-work are applied to the general 
hinds of the Gaol, for the purpose of lessening the charge on the public for 
the maintenance of the poor prisoners. 

4 tli. The remaining third of the profits is reserved for the prisoners, to be 
given at the time of discharge, and thus prevents him, before he has 
arranged his plans, from being hurried by distress into evil courses. 

5th. We think it may be assumed as a principle, that whatever tends to

Por several years after our appointment to office, the progress had been very 
slow in this important department of Prison Discipline ; breaking of stones had been 
for some time almost the exclusive work carried on in County^ Gaols; but we are

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tity of rope made, and the demand for the manufacture have been very satisfactory. 
The saving to the county from clothing, bedding, &c., manufactured and made in 
the Gaol, is important. The profit credited to the county cannot as yet be very 
considerable, as the system is comparatively in its infancy ; but the present moral 
good and prospect of future advantage to the prisoners must be obvious and 
gratifying to any person who is interested in the subject, and who may visit the 
workshops of this establishment. A tread-wheel is in operation, and the breaking 
of stones carried on'; but the former must be confined to a particular class, and 
the latter is applied to but a small proportion of prisoners who are not fitted for 
a more beneficial employment, and the number of whom is daily decreasing. 
Throughout the workshops the rule of silence, so much’ relied upon in the system 
of discipline in the American prisons, has been tried and has been to a great 
degree successful, and the governor fully expects within a reasonable time to 
enforce it without severity or difficulty. The whole interior of this, the most ex- 
tensive building within our districts, is conducted on the true ‘principles of moral 
government. Of the conduct and ability of the governor, it is impossible to 
speak in terms of too much praise. Our high opinion of the regulations of many 
Gaols is recorded, and to them we do not point out an example ; we could how- 
ever wish that this and other Prisons, which have drawn from us our most favour- 
able reports, should be more visited by the inspectors and governors of the less 
advanced, and particularly of the newly opened Gaols. We have particularized 
the County Gaol at Downpatrick, as the most extensive which has been built, 
and as exhibiting the most varied system of trades. On the success of our 
County Gaols, in this latter object we feel a peculiar interest, it being a matter 
of serious national importance, that through the instrumentality of Prison Dis- 
cipline, the inmates of our Gaols should on their discharge be not only qualified 
to procure employment at home, but in the event of a disposition to emigrate, 
should carry with them some knowledge of a trade, which if acquired in a very 
limited degree, has been found by emigrants of the lower class to be an almost 
certain means of enabling them to earn their bread. 

BRIDEWELLS. 

WE have spoken so fully upon the subject of these Prisons in our last Report, 
that we now confine ourselves to an observation on two points, in which retrench- 
ment is very practicable, in the expense of supporting the prisoners. 

tst. The bread diet is now' almost universally adopted in the Bridewells, 
whereas the cost of diet, according to either of the other tables of dietary, 
would not amount to more than one-half of the sum now expended. 

’2d. Almost every prisoner is brought to charge as a pauper prisoner ; 
whereas no person ought to be supported at the public expense who is not 
a pauper, or at so great a distance from his friends as to be unable to provide 
food for himself. 

A great saving has been effected within the present year, by the Board of 
Superintendence of the county of Cork, by regulating the expenditure of their 
15 Bridewells in these two particulars. 

But few instances remain of prisons of this class, which have not been brought 
into a state conformable to the present law, not more than three throughout the 
whole of the counties. We are still urgent, and hope to report reform in these 
few on our next inspection. 

The principal object upon which we are not yet satisfied respecting the Bride- 
well system, is that upon which ultimate success must depend, namely’ the bringing 
prisons of this class under the direct and systematic control of the Boards of. 
Superintendence, who, by the Prison "Act, are appointed to the charge of every 
description of prison within their respective counties. Where this control is not 
exercised, even though a Bridewell may be by other means brought into good 
order, there is no security for its continuance in that state. We are ready and 
always anxious to furnish the Boards of Superintendence with the suggestions and 
forms necessary for the proper regulation of this branch of the department.

The arrangements of the Commissioners for the General Control, &c. of 
Asylums for the lunatic poor in Ireland, are now completed ; and the District 
Asylums are all in operation, with the exception of those for the counties of 
Waterford and Tipperary, which are in a forward state of progress, and will be 
occupied within the present year. These Asylums continue to sustain the high 
character they have acquired, being (without one exception) among the best regu- 
63. . b 4 lated 
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lated institutions in this country. The benevolent design for which they were 
established has been fully answered ; the success in the cure of patients has been 
encouraging, and the houses exhibit perfect models of cleanliness and good regu- 
lation. "The state in which they now appear is much to be attributed to the 
judicious selection of managers, who have all been experienced in the care and 
management of the insane. 

We are gratified to find, on our last inspection, that the Asylums which have 
lately opened promise to tread in the steps of those in which the system is more 
confirmed. We refer, however, to our Special Reports on each District Asylum 
in our Appendix, which will be found amongst the establishments of their respec- 
tive counties. 

In Waterford and Tipperary, in which alone the District Bridewells are not 
finished, the counties have provided temporary accommodation for the insane in 
their Houses of Industry. We may therefore, in the following statement, assume 
that there is no county in which this important legislative measure is not now 
available, so far as to enable us to judge to what extent provision is made, and 
how far it is adequate to the wants of the country, in respect to the insane poor 
of all classes now confined. 

In the last of the foregoing Tables, we have collected all the information upon 
this subject, which public or private institutions can afford. We have shown 
therein a return of every insane person, whether idiot, epileptic, or afflicted with 
mania, now confined throughout Ireland, and who is not within the walls of 
a District Lunatic Asylum.

This remaining number (192) consists of the overflowing cases of idiotism, 
epilepsy and incurable mania, (with a very few exceptions) in counties which are 
connededwith District Asylums, but into which Asylums such cases are not admis- 
sible. For these cases provision is very obviously now wanting; they are at 
present scattered through our Gaols, or in small places of confinement, the esta- 
blishment of which is creditable to the humanity of the counties, but which are 
wholly inadequate ; and the system (especially as it affects the Gaols) is attended 
with much inconvenience. 



It is. important, however, to observe, that the number (192) here given by no 
means exhibits to anything like its true extent the wants of the country for the 
care ofHhe insane poor. In the first place, it cannot be supposed that the trifling 
number which appear opposite to the names of the counties in the Table omitting 
those deducted irom the general total (Dublin, Cork, Waterford, Tipperary and 
the counties of the province of Connaught), can embrace any thing like their 
total of existing cases ; but it is further to be considered, that the counties therein- 
named (deducting as aforesaid) amount to hut 16 in number, and it is much 
less to be supposed that the remaining counties (in which no patient is confined 
except m the D.stnct Asylums) can be wholly free from eases of incurable insanity. 
1 he /able, therefore, only exhibits the deficiency of any information which the 
existing establishments can afford, in forming an estimate of the extent of accom- 
modation required, and of the expense to be incurred, in order to make complete 
provision tor insanity in all its forms. * r 



A legislative i enactment was made some years since, by which the local Commis- 
sioners of any District Asylum were authorized, in case of need, to add to the present 

buildings 
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buildings any accommodation that might be required for the reception of incu- 
rable cases, to an extent not exceeding one-half of the numbers for which the 
Asylum was originally designed. This additional number, consisting of incurables, 
has been received in some Asylums, although their reception was provided for by 
interior arrangement, without any addition to the buildings. 



PRISON DRESSES. 

THE most striking want to be seen in our County Gaols is that of Prison 
Dresses, issued as a general system. They are now made up on such reasonable 
terms, that there is an additional encouragement given to comply in its fullest 
exteut with what we conceive to be the true intent and meaning of that section of 
the Prison Act, in which they are mentioned. 

As we are of opinion that a mistaken view of the Prison Act is very generally 
taken with respect to Prison Dresses, we are induced to offer some explanation on 
the subject, this being the only one of the allowances provided by the Legislature 
with which prisons are not strictly supplied. In a great number of our gaols, no 
general system of prison clothing is extended beyond the female class ; in a great 
proportion of prisons, the view taken of the 76th section of the Prison Act is, 
that the Grand Jury are thereby required to present money to supply Prison Dresses 
to such prisoners “ as shall stand in need of suck assistance and the construction 
put upon these words is, that if a prisoner be in absolute want of any one of the 
articles of clothing specified in the Schedule (section 78), it is incumbent upon 
the Grand Jury to supply that article, and to meet this supply, the local inspector 
is provided with a certain number of the different articles of clothing. 

The words “ as shall stand in need of such assistance," are certainly to be found 
in the section alluded to; but it will be seen by reference to that section, that 
these words do not relate exclusively to 11 prison dresses," but apply equally to 
“ food, bedding ,” &c. These words, then, are to be construed as words defining 
what is denominated in the 82d section “ a poor prisoner within the meaning of 
this Act,” who, as such, is subject to all rules and regulations hereinafter provided 
in that behalf’. As poor prisoners then, standing in need of and receiving public 
support, they are made liable to- work (section 104); and as poor prisoners, they 
are, on the other hand, entitled to the various supplies to be provided for that 
class, and which are detailed without distinction in the 76th section, viz. “food, 
fuel, prison dresses ,” &c. &c. j the words, “ such as stand in need thereof,” being 
the general terms descriptive of a poor prisoner under the Act, and having equal 
reference to all manner of supplies mentioned in the preceding part of the section. 

This appears to us to be the fair construction of the Act ; if so, poor prisoners 
axe entitled to prison dresses. We conceive that if the system is well managed, 
the compliance with the Act will be attended with very little expense additional 
to that which will attend the other course, if all deficient articles, including shoes, 
are strictly supplied ; and it is clear that the additional expense will be repaid 
tenfold, by the increased degree of order, cleanliness and discipline, arising from 
the issue of an uniform dress. 

The law thus acted upon will appear to be founded upon true principles of 
justice. W e suppose the case of a prisoner confined for a considerable length of 
time, and ultimately acquitted ; at the time of his committal, he possessed a good 
suit of clothes : during his confinement, his family are deprived of their means of 
support, and at the end of that period he is discharged, sent out of gaol in rags, 
and obliged to purchase a new suit of clothes, before he is placed in the same 
circumstances in which he stood at the time of his committal : this surely is not 
just. Or suppose the clothing of the gaol is issued to a prisoner after ,his own 
clothing is worn out, instead of being issued on his committal ; in such a case, 
he is, on his discharge, placed in the painful situation of being obliged to return 
home with the stigma of a prison dress ; this is equally a hardship. 

When a prisoner is, on committal, placed on the list of those entitled to receive 
public allowances, his private clothing should at once be taken from him, washed, 
(if necessary) labelled, and 'placed in store, to be returned on his discharge ; and 
a suit of prison clothing should be issued, consisting of the articles enumerated in 

^ 3 * c the 
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the 78th section of the Act. Tills system we conceive essential to the perfect 
regulation of a prison, and to the correct fulfilment of the provisions of the Act; 
and we are particularly anxious to forward it, as the want of a regular supply of 
dresses is the most striking defect still remaining in our good County Gaols. It 
is the only subject upon which (with very few exceptions) we are addressed by 
the prisoners in the language of complaint ; and upon this subject, the complaints 
have been very frequent, indeed made to us on every tour of inspection, and we 
are unable to give any satisfactory answer. 

HULKS. 

THE Hulks in Ireland are merely used as places for the confinement of pri- 
soners under rule of transportation in transitu from their respective County Gaols, 
and until transports are prepared. They are stationed in the harbours of Kings- 
town and Cork. These prisons, as well as the Female Convict Penitentiary in 
Cork, are under the management of the Superintendent of the Convict depart- 
ment, whose arrangements are judicious and well carried into effect. We alvfays 
find these depots well regulated, in a very cleanly and healthy state, and the com- 
forts of the convicts well attended to.

COUNTY OF DUBLIN DISTRICT. 



County of Dublin Gaol , at Kilmainham. 

\ '"PHIS County Prison has been always reported by us annually, as remarkable for clean- Dublin 
liness, regularity, and the absence of all abuse in the interior economy and general District, 
management, so far as the officers are concerned, but deficient in the great leading features ' ' 

of gaol discipline, viz. employment, accommodation for minute classification, and constant 
inspection. Until these things shall be provided for by the Grand Jury, and systematically 
and permanently acted upon and enforced, no hopes can be entertained of an extensive 
moral improvement amongst the inmates, who will consider confinement as no punishment 
beyond the circumstance of personal restraint. 

I have therefore only to repeat for the information of the Grand Jury and the Board of 
Superintendence, after a minute inspection and occasional visits during the current year, 
that I found the gaol in good. order, so far as the regulations of the Act of Parliament 
can be enforced by the resident officers ; and the legal rights of the prisoners are 
attended to. There is a tread-wheel to execute the sentence to hard labour; a good 
school is established ; the prisoners are clothed in a prison dress, and the female classes 
are instructed and employed by a matron, and visited by a committee of ladies. Tl^p sick 
are attended in hospital by the medical officer; the books and accounts of the gaol are 
kept with regularity, and the Board of Superintendence visit monthly. These are valuable 
acquisitions in any prison, and secure the foundation of a sound system ; but so long as 
employment for every prisoner is not provided, idleness, and all the evils attending it,

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Dublin must tend to disturb every effort at discipline, and create a communication amongst the 
DiNtnct. prisoners, which cannot be supposed to have a moral effect. 

' It only remains for me to report for the favourable consideration of the Grand Jury and 

Board, that the following matters should be provided for to enable the local inspector 
and governor to comply with the Act of Parliament and establish a useful and exemplary 
system in the County of Dublin gaol. 

Permanent work at stone-breaking, or some trades, is absolutely necessary to secure 
industrious habits and moral government. I am sensible of the difficulty of establishing 
such works in this gaol, but I believe it is not insurmountable, and the works might even 
prove profitable. 

An additional number of turnkeys are necessary to secure constant inspection, and 
prevent evil communication amongst the prisoners, which is impracticable now, as the 
few employed are often absent at commissions, quarter sessions, &c. Some day-rooms 
and single cells are required for classification, and to give a cell to each criminal - at 
ni<dit, nothing can be more injurious than three and four sleeping in one cell. 

A steam apparatus for cooking the food should be erected, as tne mixed diet of potatoes 
and meal, instead of bread, would save the -county 200/. or 300/. annually, and this 
saving would soon provide for all those things I have recommended for the benefit of 
the prison discipline. 

A separate hospital with yards should be built in place of the two rooms now used 
as such, and some store rooms are much wanted, as cells are now used for this purpose. 

Separate solitary cells are also required, and a roof should be put up over the tread- 
wheel. 

I had the satisfaction of meeting the Board of Superintendence, and submitted these 
matters for their consideration, and some better regulations for the school. 



County of the City of Dublin Prisons. 

Newgate. 

THE Report on this city prison admits of no detailed observations with a view to 
remedy existing evils, as the accommodations in day and work -rooms, cells, yards &c. 
are utterly inadequate for the purpose of establishing any thing like a system of discipline 
or moral government, consisting of classification of crime, employment for every prisoner, 
a single cell for each at night, sound school instruction, constant inspection, so as to 
preserve silence and order, hard labour for those sentenced to it, and a well digested 
set of bye-laws to regulate and control every department. On all these points the Newgate 
of Dublin is deficient, and must remain so until an other prison is provided with ample accom- 
modation for those purposes. Our annual Reports for years contain similar observations- 
it is however our duty to record them, and we trust a remedy will yet be applied. ’ 
The proposed plan of the Richmond Penitentiary, in Grange Gorman Lane, being 
occupied by the city for tried prisoners, has been delayed if not abandoned, as I appre- 
hend the city authorities do not approve of the arrangement by which they were to pay 
Government a large sum for this prison, and expend considerably more in alterations' • 
something however is necessary to be done, as the present system deranges the entire 
discipline ot the Dublin prisons. The crowded state of Newgate is often now relieved bv 
sending more criminals to the Richmond Bridewell and Smitbfield than they can •con- 
veniently contain, and consequently their discipline is disturbed, which is otherwise highly 
creditable to them. ° J 

It is painful to be obliged again to report this state of Newgate : however, it is ^ratifying 
to state that, amidst the difficulties the local inspector and officers have to confend witlf 
nothing is left undone on their parts that is practicable to remedy the evils. The gaol is 
kept as clean and as well ventilated as circumstances admit of;" the legal rights of the 
in'th^rr, 83 , t0 , f °- 0d and bla,lket s* &.C. are provided for ; school instruction is partially <dven 
to the crowded inmates; the chaplains attend to their duty, and the zealous attention of 
the medmal officers has preserved the prison in a very healthy state. 

I here are but 52 cells, and the numbers confined vary from 200 to 350 prisoners. 
The female classes, though occasionally much crowded, are attended to byquafified and 
zealous matrons, who give school instruction and work when practicable. ^ ^ •

encouraging mdustiy. The male criminals are divided into five clasles. The female! 
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are divided into three classes, under the care of a qualified matron and four assistants; 
they are all employed, chiefly at needlework and washing, receive school instruction, are 
visited regularly by a committee of the Ladies’ Association, whose steady and persevering 
zeal has proved a useful aid to the matron. ® 

A good school has been established on the male side, and the results are creditable to 
the master. 

A tread-wheel is in 'constant operation, to execute the sentence to hard labour. The 
prisoners are clothed in a prison dress; sound bye-laws are established; a good steam 
apparatus to prepare the diet with economy and regularity; and the books and accounts 
of this gaol are kept with care and accuracy. 

There is an excellent hospital separating the males and females, and the sick are attended 
to with much care by the medical officers. 

The great cleanliness and good order of the entire establishment is highly creditable to 
the governor, Mr. Purdon, and all the working officers: the local inspector continues his 
zealous care oyer the interior economy and general management, and the chaplains are 
attentive to their various duties. 

The chief thing requiring correction in this prison is, that the number committed far 
exceeds the accommodation provided ; and consequently good order is occasionally dis- 
turbed by crowding in the cells and day-rooms. On the day of inspection there were 
166 males and 108 females confined, and there are only 84 cells. Nothing is more con- 
ducive to discipline than a single cell for every prisoner at night, preserving silence and 
security, giving time for reflection, and preventing that encouragement to crime which the 
necessary comforts of a legally supplied prison may be supposed to give, unless accom- 
panied by that silence and marked order by day, and solitary confinement by night, which 
convinces the criminal he is under wholesome restraint and discipline. I cannot therefore 
but suggest to the Grand Jury the necessity of providing more cells ; and indeed I would 
say, that the guardians of the public moral's of a gaol would lessen crime, and even 
increase economy, by providing cells for every prisoner, however numerous; at present 
several sleep in one cell in this prison. 

Additional turnkeys would be necessary to maintain perfect silence and an enlarged 
classification. The profits on ,the work of the current year amount to 69a/. 11s. id. 

The magistrates of the head- police-office continue their useful control over the general 
management of this bridewell. 



Smithjield Penitentiary. 

THIS prison is occupied by boys, and some females sentenced to confinement under 
three months, an afrangement made to relieve the crowded state of Newgate. 

We have always been enabled to report the management , of it as highly creditable to 
Mr. and Mrs. Marston, as governor and matron, so far as the accommodation will admit; 
but in this respect it is far from providing sufficient means for the discipline and classifi- 
cation of the juvenile delinquents of the metropolis. There are not sufficient day-rooms 
or cells; and from the difficulty of obtaining work (except by a loss in money to the city), 
there are at present spme boys unemployed ; they are all clothed, and their school instruc- 
tion is attended to with much care by the governor and his assistants ; the books and 
accounts are carefully kept ; the diet is good and economical; the sick are attended to; 
and the cleanliness and regularity of the prison are very creditable. 

There were 59 boys and 47 women confined on the day of inspection ; the females are 
employed in a laundry, when work can be procured, but many of them were unemployed ; 
and this class are only confined here as a temporary arrangement, till accommodation is 
provided on a large scale for the criminals of the city. 

p ? a su *j ect of the treatment of juvenile delinquents is a serious matter to the nation. 
Perhaps Ibnger confinements, to give time for education and better habits, and some 
means of future provision in another country, would lessen the recommittals as well as 
crime m the city. * 



Sheriffs’ Prison. 

T^^IS is only a debtors’ prison, under the control of the high sheriffs of the city of 
Dublin ; all pauper debtors are transferred to the Four Courts' Marshalsea. The rents of 
rooms are regulated by the Court of King’s Bench. There is sufficient accommodation, 
and no complaints on the part of the inmates. The prison is kept clean and orderly, and 
we found it so on the day of inspection.

JVE found this debtors’ prison as usual crowded with pauper prisoners, generally con- 
e tor trifling debts on writs issued from the Court of Conscience. The males and 
mates are separated, and the keeper and his assistants are attentive to their duty ; but we 
us again bear testimony, in our official Report, to the violation of the law of the land, 
inm t P rovic “ n £ food, bedding and furniture, for the pauper prisoners. Many of the 
^ are - S i° dependant on the charity of their fellow-prisoners for support; and at 
thes , are ' Vlt h°ut blankets, having only a bed of straw to lie down on. The complaints on 
a.™; 6 * ds f re numerous, and have been reported upon constantly by us, and we must 
agam state that no alteration has taken place.

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Dublin By the l3f)th section of the Prison Act, 7 Geo. 4, c. 74, “ the diet and furniture of this 
District. prison is required to he defrayed out of the same funds from which the other expenses of 

' ' said prison are provided for.”" It. is stated by the city authorities that there are no funds, 

and consequently those necessaries are not supplied, and the city Grand Jury decline to 
provide funds for what the law docs not enjoin, nor could they I believe legally. 

Bv the 83d clause of the same Act, the Court that commits a debtor for a sum under 
10/.", can order the creditor to pay a pauper is. Gri. per week to support him, and if not 
paid the debtor to be released : tKie Court of Conscience has not taken advantage of this 
clause, otherwise this prison would have few inmates. This prison might have been 
abolished by the 96th clause of the same Act, but is specially excepted. We are there- 
fore aware of no means to enforce these supplies, and a commodious prison being erected, 
but by a special Act of Parliament for the purpose. 



Richmond Lunnlic Asylum. 

WE found this institution advancing rapidly to the highest slate of good order, and it 
now ranks quite as high in character as any other of the district asylums in Ireland. The 
manager and matron have been placed in comparatively difficult circumstances, not having, 
as in other districts, commenced with the management of a new institution, but having to 
encounter the arduous task of remedying the defects of a system before very defectively 
carried into effect by the officers, and they have discharged the duty with ability and credit 
to themselves, and to the entire satisfaction of the governors.

There were 120 patients employed on the day of inspection, 74 males and 4G females; 
but one patient under personal restraint, and four under medical treatment; 2,300 yards 
of linen, calico, &c. wove, and 232 articles of clothing made by the men within the year; 
G93 articles of clothing, 977 articles of bedding made by the females. 

Lunatic Wards, House of Industry. 

WE found this department, of the House of Industry in the same state of good order, 
cleanliness and regularity in which we have always reported it. When it is taken into con-

The 
treatment of the patients in the male and female wards is gentle and kind, of which the 
order and quiet throughout the establishment, consisting of so great a number of such 
cases crowded in some of the apartments, is the most satisfactory proof. 



Private Lunatic Asylums. 



THE private lunatic asylums in the neighbourhood of Dublin have been inspected, 
as required by the Prison Act, and there does not appear to exist any abuse whatever. 
The patients are well provided for in every respect with comfortable accommodation, kind 
treatment and medical care, devoid of any undue restraint. 



There are five private asylums in the immediate vicinity of Dublin ; viz.

St. Patrick's Hospital for Lunatics. 

(Founded by Dr. Jonathan Swift, Dean of St. Patrick’s.) 

THIS institution is under the management of governors appointed by the Act of Par- 
liament and charter. It is kept in creditable order, and the inmates appear to be carefully 
attended to. 

Four Courts Marshalsea. 

WE are in the constant habit of visiting the Marshalsea of the Courts, and are enabled 
to state, that since the new rules and regulations of the Marshalsea have been brought into 
operation, the interior of the prison has been much improved, and the different grades of 
its inmates satisfied. 

A vacancy has lately occurred in the office of marshal, by the death of Mr. Ormsby : 
a new marshal has been appointed, who appears to be eminently qualified to fill so im- 
portant a public situation. Several very useful alterations in the building have been 
approved by the Commissioners of public works, and are now in progress. And we trust 
that at the period of our next annual inspection, we shall be able to make a very satisfac- 
tory report of this establishment. 

St. Sepulchre’s Manor Prison. 

THERE were no pauper prisoners in this Marshalsea on the day of inspection. The 
rooms and yards were in a cleanly state, and the master debtors well accommodated.

establishment of useful labour, which is the vital point in prison discipline. 

Since my last inspection a new matron has been appointed, who appears competent to 
the duties of her office. I have recommended the introduction of prison dresses for the 
male classes, as a measure quite essential to the good management of a county gaol, as 
well as a right on the part of the prisoner, if placed under the regulations of a “ pauper 
prisoner,” within the meaning of the Act, and employed under the provisions of the 
104th section. Prison dresses can now be made upon such moderate terms, that when the 
expense of occasional issues of clothing (which are now made in this gaol) is deducted 
from the cost of general clothing, the difference will be found to be very much below what 
is in general conceived, and at all events very trifling in comparison with the advantage 
arising from the system. 6 

The females are respectably clothed. The tread-wheel I have always found out of order 
m this prison. 

District Lunatic Asylum. 

THE asylum in this town comprises the counties of Carlow, Kilkenny, Wexford, and 
Kildare ; it is now in full operation, and in common with the other establishments of this 
class, amply fulfils the object for which it was instituted.

The female department, consisting of seven classes, is carried on with the same care and 
success as heretofore ; and nothing can be more satisfactory than the inspection ol this 
interesting part of the establishment. , , , , , , . e 

In the house of correction there are three tread-wheels, and ample employment tor the 
whole of the inmates. This department, wholly distinct from the sheriffs gao , and under 
a separate governor, is a model of arrangement, discipline and cleanliness, and must prove 
to any visitor the perfection of the system under which it is governed. 

'1 his house of correction is now, and has been for some time, over-crowded, owing to 
the great number of military prisoners. 



Bridewells . 

WE have in many Reports pointed out the Bridewells of Cork as an example worthy 
of the imitation of other counties, in the government of theiv prisons of that class. The 
perfection to which the Btate of the bridewells in this county has been brought, is to be 
attributed (as we have always reported) to their being managed, in all their details, under 
the immediate control of the county Board of Superintendence ; a striking proof of which 
I witnessed on the day of my last inspection ; on which occasion, I found the bridewell- 
keepers, 13 in number, and from all parts of the county, assembled in the Board-room 
of the county gaol (a practice which takes place every half-year), each undergoing the 
personal examination of the Board, and receiving from them minute instructions for the 
next half-year. This periodical attendance, ifi addition to the regular training in the 
county gaol, which these officers undergo prior to their being placed in charge of their 
bridewells, secures an effective discharge of their duties, and uniformity of system. These 
prisons may now be reported as complete in every thing which the law prescribes, or which 
is necessary to promote the comfort of the prisoner, or to protect the interests of the 
public. 

The following Bridewells are on a large scale : 

Middleton, Mallow , Bandon, 

Kanturk, Macroom, Clonakilty, 

Fermoy, Bantry, Skibbereen. 

The following are on a very small scale, but afford legal accommodation : • 

Cove, Castletown, 

Millstreet, Dunmanway. 

Kinsale. — A corporation prison, conformable to law and well conducted. 

Youghall. — This prison was exempted from abolition with the other corporation gaols, in 
1826, on pledge that it should be brought within the terms on which such prisons alone 
can be legally continued, by order from the Lord Lieutenant, under the 7th Geo. 4, c. 74, 
s. 97, and has now remained for seven years without the necessary measures being taken 
for that purpose. 



City of Cork Gaol. 

THIS prison has undergone no change since my last inspection, but has progressively 
improved. The attention of the local inspector. Dr. Quarry, to the discipline and order of 
the classes, the comfort and conduct of the prisoners, and the economizing of the public 
money, are as creditable to him as his services are valuable to the city. It is much to be 
wished that a general system of profitable labour for the pauper prisoners, under the 104th 
section of the Prison Act, could be devised. The gaol, however, and surrounding ground 
are extensive, and are kept in the highest order ; and it appears by the record of daily 
employment of each prisoner, which is regularly kept, that with the hard labour at the 
tread-wheel, and the internal duties of whitewashing, cleansing and flooring of yards, and 
insulating passage, the poor prisoners are more occupied than would be supposed. It is 
still right to repeat the recommendation to the Board, to endeavour to provide constant 
employment of some profitable kind. The system of prison dresses is increasing, and the 
description of clothing decent in appearance and economical. 

The female classes in the prison are strikingly well attended to, and usefully employed ; 
they are taught to knit, to work, make prison dresses, and wash for the whole establish- 
ment. 
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ment. Their accommodation is ample ; the matron very competent to the duties of her South 
important situation ; there is also a sufficient number of female, to the total exclusion of District. 

male officers. The clothing is issued generally, and worn with uniformity. The inspection ' v 

of this class is truly satisfactory. 

City of Cork Bridewell. 

THIS place of temporary confinement is kept in good order, and every thine supplied 
which the Prison Act requires. 



Lunatic Asylum ( House of Industry.) 

I found in this asylum a striking improvement since my last inspection. It is an 
institution which has always deservedly maintained a respectable character, and the benefits 
of which have been most important to the county and city of Cork ; notwithstanding which, 
we have candidly, and from a sense of duty, reported on former occasions, that the system 
was inferior to that which was established in the district lunatic asylums, a class of public 
institutions which have, perhaps, attained a higher degree of perfection throughout 
Ireland than any others which are maintained at the public expense, or supported by 
county lunds. The same candour and impartiality now demands from us a different report, 
as the Cork Lunatic Asylum has now attained as high a state of interior cleanliness, order 
and discipline, as any other institution for the reception of the lunatic poor, and does infinite 
credit to the governors and the officers of the institution. In a comparison made with 
respect to the more important objects of such asylums, the result is favourable to this 
institution ; the number cured within the last year amounting to one-fourth of the total 
number returned, including idiots, epileptics, and every other description of incurable 
patients.

Of these 342 patients, 20 under different degrees of coercion, mostly very slight, and 
12 on the sick list. 

A very interesting Report of the proceedings of the last year has been made by Dr. Osborne, 
the intelligent medical superintendent of this establishment, to whose zeal and ability, 
aided by Mr. Smith, the moral manager, the present gratifying state of this asylum is to be 
much attributed. 

Convict Penitentiary , Cork. 

THIS penitentiary for the reception of female convicts prior to their embarkation, is 
kept under very good regulations, and in a highly creditable state, under the superinten- 
dence of Dr. Trevor, the officer at the head of the convict department. 

The numbers vary according to the shipment of the convicts at Cove ; at the time of 
my inspection, 40 females were in the penitentiary, well employed at various works. 

Nothing can be more economical, regular or creditable to the officer in charge, than 
this establishment. 

The only remaining male prisoners, are old and infirm men, who were unable to proceed 
to the colonies ; with the exception of these cases, no prisoners are now committed to 
that side of the house which was formerly occupied by men. 



County of Galway Gaol. 

NO alteration has taken place in the discipline and management of this county gaol since 
last year, except that the tread-wheel has been ordered, and an occasional experiment by 
employing some of the prisoners at stone-breaking, has been made by the governor, who 
appears anxious to forward a sound system of interior discipline and order ; but it is 
impossible to expect such a result from the zeal of any one individual ; and ufiless school 
instruction, sufficient inspection, and permanent employment is provided for, and the 
county gentlemen take up the subject, and through the medium of a Board of Superinten- 
dence, provide all that is required, and see the system actually enforced in nil the details 
of a good moral government, no permanent or efficient results will follow; doubtless each 
change for the better is valuable, but unless a public establishment is guided by strict and 
known rules in every thing, the least deviation deranges the whole, especially in prisons 
where the inmates are ever ready to take advantage of any opportunity to. create confusion 
and immorality. It is only on those general principles which we advocate, that the working 
of the system can be secured by the local authorities ; and though we admit that the 
officers of this gaol are zealous and intelligent, yet they cannot originate rules, nor grant 
supplies of what is necessarv.

Such 
indeedTnust be the effect of ample supply of necessaries with the demoralizing influence 
of indiscriminate mixture and total idleness ; a state of things very opposite to the sys- 
tem prescribed by law. With respect to the commonly alleged difficulty of providing 

S eneral employment under the 104th section of the 7th Geo. 4, c. 74, -we can only say, 
at the exertion of the local authorities must be relied upon, and that our experience* 
convinces us that when the local authorities are aided and supported by the active exer- 
tions of the officers in their endeavours to overcome the difficulty, it is invariably found 
to disappear. Such zeal and efficiency on the part of the officers, the public have a right 
to expect and to require, and in every county in which it is to be found, general employ- 
ment is either accomplished or progressive. 

It is but justice, in reporting upon the management of this gaol, to state our entire ap- 
probation of the system pursued on the female side; a department which would do credit 
to any public establishment. The females are well employed and attended to, and in the 
order and cleanliness of their departments (points common to all classes) afford a good 
example to the male part of the establishment : much credit is due to the matron. 

I cannot conclude a Report which is in some very important respects unfavourable to 
the prison, without bearing testimony to the zeal and ability of the local inspector, under 
whom an improved system would be carried into effect with much advantage from his 
assistance. 



Lunatic Asylum. 

BUT three or four patients remain in this asylum since the opening of the district 
lunatic asylum at Carlow. I inspected the wards, and found them clean and jn good 
order. ° 



House of Correction. 

THIS establishment, which has undergone many changes, is now taken by the countv 
as an additional accommodation for the county prisoners, in consequence of the increased 
number of committals. I found the officers of the county gaol employed in preparing this 
house for the reception of the lighter classes of crime ; this arrangement will mich relieve 
the county gaol, now crowded to excess.

It secures rational punishment to tried 
prisoners, and at least prevents the contagion of vicious associates in prison. In thus 
suggestion 1 would include a regulation to prevent tried prisoners from seeing their friends 
at stated periods ; extraordinary cases of well known business should be the exception and 
when good conduct merited a special indulgence. 1 *

Parsonstown Bridewell. * 

I FOUND this small prison in excellent order, though unusually full of prisoners ; the 
pauper criminals are fed, and the records kept regularly by the keeper, who is an attentive 
officer; and being a district bridewell, the management is placed under the care of a local 
inspector, Mr. Harding, who is a useful and intelligent public officer. 

Thp prison contains two day-rooms, two yards and 10 cells.. The roof requires some 
repairs, and shores should be made from the yards to carry off water, &o. from the 
prison. 



County of Limerick Gaol. 

THE support given at all times to our office by the zealous and aqtive Board of 
Superintendence of the county of Limerick gaol, renders it a pleasing duty to inspect it, 
as we are assured of a full consideration of whatever we may suggest for improvement • 
and the Grand Jury have supplied the means, by presentment, for carrying into effect 
whatever measures the Board may recommend or think right to adopt. 

I have visited this prison twice this year, and met the Board on pne occasion, to whom 
I submitted such observations as 1 had made on my inspection; they agreed with me in 
recommending the lately appointed governor, Mr. Woodburne, to visit Ennis gaol, to 
obtain information on some details so admirably carried into effect there. On my second 
visit 1 found the governor had complied therewith ; and it is but justice to report here my 
entire approbation of the zeal, intelligence and activity of Mr. Woodburne, and my opinion 
of his qualifications for this important office. There are considerable difficulties in pro- 
viding employment, hut they are not insurmountable; and should the Board find themselves 
justified, by their paramount views of economy, to expend a sum of money to procure per* 
manent work, and in providing sufficient aid of turnkeys to secure constant inspection to 
each class, 1 shall be greatly disappointed if this gaol does not exhibit an example of all 
that is sound in discipline, and of moral effects on the inmates. 

It only remains for me to report the present state of this prison, and to submit for con- 
sideration the few matters which I deem necessary to complete the system. 

There is sufficient accommodation for classification, and a single cell for each prisoner 
at night, in general. 

The prisoners are now all employed at stone-breaking or at the tread-wheel; and the 
governor is endeavouring to establish some trades, so as to instruct young criminals in 
a way that may prove useful in future. 

There is a good and efficient school established, and the governor proposes to include 
m future the men sentenced to hard labour, but so as not to interfere with the hours of 
work. 

A good tread-wheel is constantly in use for those sentenced thereto; and the female 
c asses are employed and instructed under a qualified matron. The tried prisoners are all 
clothed in a prison dress ; a good order of bye-laws are established, and the registry and 
general accounts of the gaol are kept in a most, correct and clear manner. . 

. food is economical, cooked by steam, and served with order and regularity; and 
the hospital department is carefully attended to by the medical.'officer. The whole prison 
is kept remarkably clean ; and since my first inspection this year, a greater degree of 
silence and non-communication are observed amongst the prisoners. A Sunday-school 
officer esta klished i and the few turnkeys that 1 work this gaol are attentive 

I would suggest for the consideration of the Grand Jury and the Board of Superin- 
endence, that an addition of three turnkeys would be necessary to enable, the governor to 
preserve that constant inspection, silence and order, which are so requisite for discipline, 
punishment or moral reformation. A saving lias been made, at my suggestion, by giving 
up the payment of wardsmen ; and perhaps other savings could be made which would 
cover this additional expense.

Newcastle and Rathkeale. 

THESE are old bridewells, with some additions, and not so well suited for safe keeping 
and neatness as the new ones; they have however legal accommodation, and are under the 
care of active and intelligent keepers. The walls should be raised in front of the Newcastle 
prison ; and a new bridewell should be erected in Rathkeale, as many prisoners are fre- 
quently confined in it. 



Bruff and Croome. 

THESE small places of confinement are kept clean and regular, and attended to by 
the keepers ; but Croome has not sufficient legal accommodation to separate the sexes in 
yards and day-rooms ; it cannot be denominated a bridewell. * 

Provincial Lunatic Asylum at Limerick. 

1 have again to record after a minute inspection, our official opinion of the manatre- 
ineitt of this institution. It is now so well known in the province, and public opinion 
having decided on its merits and usefulness, after full experience and frequent inspection 
I have, only to report, toat I found it, as usual, remarkable for cleanliness, good order and 
system, under the management of Mr. and Mrs, Jackson. The patients, under constant 
inspection and classification, provided with every comfort and care which medical aid and 
moral government can procure, and employed so far as a small quantity of ground attached 
admits of. The results are manifest m the .numerous annual discharges of patients cured 
and convalescent; and this practical fact speaks more for the system pursued in these 
national asylums in Ireland than all the theories hitherto proposed for the management of 
the insane ; while it secures moral government and kind treatment by a constantly resident 
and qualified officer, it does not preclude the application of all that valuable aid which 
thnfrt, 5Cle,1Ce ?”?, sklll . c “ n propose for the alleviation of the disease ; and 1 do trust 
that the responsibility and authority given to the resident managers, under the Board’s

A difficulty this establishment labours under is the want of more ground to enrolov the 
lunattes, so necessary to their health and cure. All the other asylfims have from ten to 
fourteen acres, Limerick has only two. Another wing is also required for incurable and

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work for some time, in which they doubted their power to interfere ; they have however 
determined to call a general meeting, and propose making such orders on this and other 
subjects that I suggested to them, which will remove the evils of idleness, as they are v 
convinced that, however well arranged other matters may be in a gaol, this circumstance 
alone must produce immorality and evil communication amongst the inmates ; indeed it 
is impossible to conceive that a prisoner, after a few months or weeks confinement' in 
idleness, can leave a gaol with better feelings than he entered it, or under any sense of 
the rational punishment supposed to be executed by the sentence of the law. When we 
add to this the absence of all school instruction, it is unnecessary to make further com- 
ment. The chief objects of prison ^ discipline consist of employment, classification, 
school instruction, a single cell at nigHt for each, and such a constant inspection by day' 
as to prevent any intercourse with each other. If these things are attended to, per- 
manent good must arise ; in the absence of any one of them, proportionate mischief must 
follow. 

The liberality of the Grand Jury has provided accommodation for all the above purposes 
and I look forward with anxiety to see them enforced. The orders of the Board and the 
co-operation of all the officers can alone effect it. The prison is kept remarkably clean 
and the economy in expenditure, and the absence of all abuses on this head, is, and has 
been for a length of time, highly creditable to the authorities and the persevering exer- 
tions of the local inspector, Mr. Gibson, who conducts these matters and continues his 
exertions for the interests of this gaol. The governor and his assistant are attentive 
officers ; the medical duties are provided for ; the diet is good, and regularly inspected and 
served ; and the books, registry and accounts correctly carried on. 

It is difficult to point out, under all these circumstances, where the error lies, as to the 
defect of some of the prominent features of discipline not being at present obvious in 
this prison, as I am aware of the difficulties under which the Board labour with respect to 
employment and the reasonable desire to economise the city funds ; but should the Board 
feel themselves justified on consideration in giving written orders on all the points 
I have suggested, I have no doubt the system will be carried on effectually by those under 
their authority. 

It is right 1 should state that the Board issued orders at this meeting for the school 
instruction proceeding immediately under the turnkeys, and it rests with the officers to 
see it executed. A more strict attention to classification was also directed, and a dress 
for each turnkey. 

I would suggest that the tread-wheel should be altered so as to work with less than 
five men. 

A prison dress should be provided for at least the tried prisoners and females. Another 
class should be procured for the females, which the local inspector has proposed an 
arrangement for ; and a laundry should be allocated for washing for the prison. 

Some better arrangement should be made for receiving the night prisoners a^d rioters 
from the streets, who are now much exposed to view in a crowded and close cell. 

A set of bye-laws should be made and enforced, and much care exhibited in the selection 
of qualified turnkeys, on whom mach of the good order and school instruction of the 
prisoners will depend : should the Board be enabled to examine these officers previous to 
appointment, much good, I think, would arise. 

I visited the house of industry and the lunatic wards, where some idiots and incurable 
cases are provided for, from want of room in the provincial asylum. The entire of this 
pauper establishment is very creditable to the managers and governors ; cleanliness and 
economy are strictly attended to, and as much comfort and discipline provided for as the 
limits of small accommodation will admit, for the number received.

LmJiatic Wards, House of Industry. 

THIS branch of the house continues to be kept in a clean and regular state, and affords 
protection and comfort to the inmates. It will not long be necessary to detain in this 
establishment persons for the reception of whom it is wholly unfitted, as the district 
asylum is in a state of forwardness. In the mean time these wards have answered a humane 
and useful purpose, and have been (as is the whole of the house of industry) carefully and 
well attended to. 



County of Mayo. 

Castlebar Gaol. 

I was in hopes that at this inspection the new gaol would have been occupied, jp'hich is 
80 nece ssary to the existence of prison discipline in this county ; however, the new gaol is 
so nearly ready, that it is quite unnecessary to enter again on the defects of the old prison 
th ,®-k ouse °f correction. The Grand Jury and country gentlemen are quite satisfied on 
e subject, and I will only refer to our former Reports for the details of the utter impossi- 
>uty of any thing like a good system being established in them by the best officers. The 
oard of Superintendence held a meeting on the days of my inspection, and accompanied me 
..’rough the new gaol; the workmanship seems excellent, and the accommodation gives to 
ne county an opportunity of trying the best system of prison discipline in all its bearings,

v ' It remains fur me to report the state in which I found the old prison, and how far such 

order as was practicable was enforced by the resident officers; and I must say that, taking 
into account the difficulties laboured under by wretched accommodation, &c., I have , 
however known no instances in Ireland where they were overcome with more zeal and 
activity. The prison was remarkably crowded ; in some instances 1 8 persons in a cell,, 
yet there existed great cleanliness, much regularity at meals, a good school established, 
and no complaints. The under officers were attentive to their duty, and no manifest neg- 
lect appeared any where. It may be asserted by those who have not considered the 
subject experimentally, that it is easy to blind an inspecting officer on such an occasion 
by preparation, and yet every thing go wrong at other periods; but this is really not the 
fact ; in all the leading featuies that bespeak the character of a gaol, I could not be 
deceived ; and excepting a little extra cleanliness, which is possible, and even usual at the 
inspection of a regiment, the ingenuity of man could not so arrange a school, employment, 
order at meals, silence, and decent deportment of prisoners, with all the items which make 
up gaol discipline, so as to show it all in good order on one day, and in confusion on every 
other. 

The books and accounts are well kept ; the sick ai*e attended to by the surgeon ; the local 
inspector and the chaplain perform their duty ; and it is but justice to Mr. Rogers, the 
governor, on whom depeuds the security and order of the gaol, to say, that its present state 
is very creditable to him. « 

The house of correction was clean for so old a building, and considering its crowded 
state; 40 lunatics, all the sick, with the tried and untried females, were confined in accom- 
modation which is not sufficient for the lunatics alone. Ballinasloe asylum is now ready 
to receive the patients from this county. 

Ballinrobe Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell is now kept in good order ; the pauper prisoners are fed, and the regis- 
try regularly attended to ; the furniture is provided ; and the accommodation it affords 
consists of three day-rooms, four large cells and four yards, with keeper’s apartments. 



Queen’s Count//, 

Maryborough Gaol. 

THIS new county prison is considerably improved since my last inspection, which I had 
reason tq expect from my colleague’s Report of last year. Mr. Wilson, the governor, has 
adopted the views I suggested, and has gradually removed the practices which I considered 
injurious to prison discipline ; the garden round the gaol and within its walls, the limekiln 
for sale, and the frequent admixture of classes, have been abolished. The school instruc- 
tion is attended to by each turnkey for his class ; and the classification and inspection 
are so arranged as to preserve a considerable degree of silence and non-intercourse be- 
tween individual prisoners. Most of the prisoners are employed ; all have a single sleeping- 
cell at night. "The female classes are much improved ; the diet economically and regularly 
served; the hospital department is attended to with zealous care by the surgeon, and the 
tread-wheel is employed for those sentenced to hard labour: under all these circum- 
stances, I cannot but look forward to this gaol becoming a sound example of discipline to 
the surrounding counties, especially as there is manifested a good moral feeling in the 
resident officers of the prison, which must necessarily*be felt throughout every depart- 
ment; this feeling cannot be produced or enforced by rules ; and I need not say that much 
good may exist without it, but on it will finally depend the real improvement of character 
amongst the mmates of a prison ; and it is gratifying to bear testimony to its existence. 
Mr. Wilson is obviously zealous in the cause of humanity, and I doubt not his succeed- 
ing in this principle, provided he guards against any relaxation of that discipline and 
rational punishment which all who are committed to a prison must experience. The deputy- 
governor, Mr. J. Ryan, is also a zealous and intelligent officer. 

The Board of Superintendence continue their regular meetings, and their attention to 
the management and interest of the establishment, which has proved most useful in every 
point of view. It only remain? for me to submit for consideration such things as are 
required to assist in furthering the good order of this county prison. 

1st. Employment is still wanted for the felons’ class. 1 suggested to Mr. Wilson to 
tiy and teach trades to some, which he proposes doing; in any case idleness must injure 
discipline, and interfere with every effort at reform or punishment. 

2d. A separate female prison is required, which would also add to the accommodation. 

3«. Apartments tor Kings evidences are much wanted. 

4th. A general prison dress has been found most useful in other gaols, and it could be 
procured and kept up at an expense of 50 1 . per annum, as at TiiUaraore.

These 
officers are better paid than most other keepers of the miuor prisons, and should be remark- 
able for regularity; perhaps the Grand Jury would approve of directing Mr. Wilson to 
inspect these bridewells occasionally, as is the practice in the county of Clare, and produces 
the best effects ; should this fail of producing better order, the salary will necessarily be 
stopped.

THE new bridewell is nearly finished, and will be occupied before the spring assizes ; 
the old place of confinement could not be legally admitted in our list of county prisons, not 
having the' accommodation required. 

District Lunatic Asylum at Maryborough. 

THIS asylum has been occupied since last year, and the Lord Lieutenant has appointed 
Mr. and Mrs. Abbott, from the house of industry in Dublin, managers. His experience 
on the subject, and intelligence as a public officer, secures to the district that this esta- 
blishment will be conducted on the best principles of ’economy as well as the cure of 
disease, so far as moral means, viz. employment, classification, kind treatment and constant 
personal inspection can tend to it ; and these have proved effectual in many instances ; 
the asylum is yet in its infancy, being built to accommodate 140 patients. On the day 
of inspection only 24 males and 23 females had been admitted, and many of those incura- 
bles, being admitted more to relieve the county gaols from a heavy burthen, than with , 
a view to relief; in future, however, recent cases will have a preference ; one of the great 
objects of such asylums being to lessen the malady as well as to provide a retreat for the 
. unhappy inmates. Out of those already admitted, 21 males and 18 females were employed 
in gardening and other works. 

Surgeon Jacob, the infirmary surgeon, has been appointed the medical officer; and from 
his zeal and well-known character, every thing that skill can effect may be expected from 
him. 

The Board of Directors have assembled twice at Maryborough. 



County of Tipperary. * 

. Clonmel Gaol. 

THE house of correction not being as yet completed, I am again obliged to report upon 
the state of the old gaol, which has undergone no alteration since last inspection, and no good 
can resfllt from the repetition of observations which have been so often made upon the 
defects of the accommodation, and of the interior system of management. 

I found the gaol in a cleanly, healthy state, and the duties of the officers performed, 
under existing circumstances, with order and attention. The total want of employment 
and of any effective system of interior regulations, deprive the county of any good effect 
that can arise from the improved principles of prison discipline. The prisoners enjoy all 
the advantage ofthase comforts which the law prescribes, which can tend to render a gaol 
attractive, good beds, good fuel, &c. &c., and are not' subjected to the counteracting 
influence of a life of labour, strict discipline, comparative solitude, which the law equally 
enjoins, and which are to be seen in other county gaols. These vital defects in the system, 
this partial administration of the law, and encouragement to crime, it is to be hoped will 
“ e ^ eme died on the opening of the house of correction. 

The state of the female class, 1 should strongly recommend to the immediate considera- 
tion of the Board of Superintendence. The providing prison dresses for them will be 
attended with a very trifling expense, and without that arrangement it is impossible that 
]r e m ® tro n can introduce any satisfactory improvement in that class. It is gratifying to 
hud that the committee of ladies continue their attendance. The female class did improve 
much under their care, and I had hoped that their system would have been supported and 
P r< ™ ,( j e( l m °re effect than it has done. 

ii 1 T» reS P eCt to S enera l arrangements of the prison/ 1 should respectfully recommend 
■ ° j e j? oar d of Superintendence not to postpone improvements which are now practicable, 
tne distant prospect of the opening of the house of correction, but at once to establish a 
co eof bye-laws, in anticipation of the additional accommodation which will be afforded by 
ie new building, and to be carried at once into effect, so far as present circumstances will 
permit. Many of the principal objects may be attained in the present gaol : the details 
e too^ninute to form a part of this general Report ; but I have submitted, to the Board 
e particular objects to which I allude.

District. 

v ' Nenagh, 

THIS old prison, containing three day-rooms, nine cells, and two yards, is better kept 
than formerly, and was clean and regular on the day of my inspection. It is an old, ill- 
constructed bridewell, and some of the rooms under the level of the street; the .prisoners 
can also communicate with persons outside, through the iron gratings. A new buildincr 
can alone remedy these evils. The pauper prisoners are fed, and the returns correctly made! 

Borrisikane. 

THE place used for temporary confinement in this town cannot be called a bridewell : 
there are two small rooms, three wretched- cells, and only one .yard, without a pump or 
privy. Not having legal accommodation, a n^w prison should be erected. It is kept in 
a filthy state, and ought not to be used for the purposes of confinement. 

Roscrea. 

THIS bridewell contains four day-rooms, 12 cells, and two yards, and is very well 
attended to by the present keeper, who feeds the pauper prisoners, keeps his registry regu- 
larly, and preserves the rooms and furniture in a very clean state ; his salary is only 10/. 
per annum, whereas at Nenagh, Thurles and Cashel, it is 40 1 . I would submit for consi- 
deration that it should be made equal to theirs, as the accommodation and number of pri- 
soners are much the same. The roof requires some repair. 

Templemore. 

THIS small prison is kept cleaner and in better order than formerly, and has legal 
accommodation for temporary confinement. Some furniture is required, a list of which 
has been sent in for presentment at the next assizes. 



Thurles. 

THIS bridewell contains four day-rooms, 22 cells, and two yards ; and I found it clean 
and regular on the day of inspection. A new supply of blankets is required, and the pumn 
is out of order. r 1 

Cashel. 

THE accommodation afforded in this bridewell consists of three day-rooms, eight cells, 
and two yards. It is kept clean, and remarkably well attended to by the keeper: There 
is no pump. • 1 . 



Tipperary. t 

THE defects of this old prison can only be remedied by building a new one : there are 
only tour cells, and two day-rooms, which cannot supply the accommodation necessary for 
so centrical and populous a neighbourhood ; it is below the level of the street, and ’there is 
no pump or store-room for turf. It is well kept and attended to by the keeper, whose 
salary ot 10/. per annum must be considered very low, considering his'extensive duty.

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County of Waterford Gaol. South 

NO alteration has taken place in this gaol since last inspection. The observations. District. 

therefore, which were made in the last Report (Eleventh Report, page 31,) remain apj&ca- ' 

bleto its present condition. To this Report, a copy of which has been transmitted to the 
local inspector, I would respectfully beg to call the attention of the Grand Jury, as those 
observations relate not to matters of detail or minor importance, but to the vital points of 
instruction and employment of the prisoners, with the exception of the female classes. 

I again wish to recommend the transfer of the female prisoners to the small house of 
correction ; at present it is not a scene of industry (the great object of a house of correc- 
tion), and the inspection room is occupied by the matron. It is peculiarly calculated for a 
female prison, being wholly detached from the other parts of the gaol ; would afford to the 
matron the means of classification and other advantages, while the removal of the tried 
males would deprive them of nothing which they would not possess in the gaol, and would 
bring them better under the observation of the governor. 

The appropriation of a new building erected a~t Wexford on the same plan, and with the 
same original view as that at Waterford, to the accommodation of the different classes of 
females under the care of their matron, has rendered the system of female prison discip- 
line in that county most satisfactory. The Grand Jury, although reluctant for some time 
to divert this building from the object for which it was originally intended, are now per- 
suaded of the important advantage of the change. 

Bridewell at Dungarvan. 

THIS bridewell contains ten cells, six for males and four for females, with separate day- 
rooms and cells. The prison is well furnished and kept in tolerable order, but the system 
cannot bear comparison with that of the minor prisons in those counties in which they have 
been taken under the immediate control and direction of the Board of Superintendence, in 
whose charge they are included by the Prison Act. I would beg to refer to the Eleventh 
Report of the Inspectors-general (page 7), on this important subject. From this county 
I passed on to the bridewells of the county of Cork, and prior to my visit to them I found 
the keepers of the 13 bridewells of that county assembled in the Board-room of the county 
gaol, undergoing a half-yearly examination, and receiving from the Board personal instruc- 
tions upon every the most minute parts of their duty. These keepers have been all 
trained in the county gaol, and if found deficient in their respective bridewells, are ordered 
back either permanently, as being unfit to be trusted without the control of superior officers, 
or temporarily, until sufficiently trained again to resume their bridewell duty. 



Lismorc. 

I found. this lock-up-house, consisting of two cells, with separate yards, in a cleanly 
creditable state ; it admits of nothing more. 

City of Waterford Gaol. 

THE observations tpade upon the county gaol, apply with equal force to this prison 
respecting instruction and employment, for which observations I respectfully refer the 
Urand Jury to the Eleventh Report of the Inspectors-general (a copy of which has been 
transmitted to the local inspector), page 31. I found this prison, as well as that of the 
county, in an orderly and cleanly state ; this is much to be attributed to the care of the 
respectable local inspector; and it has been a matter of surprise to me to find so much 
ar *d order in a place which is a scene of idleness. 

Much inconvenience arises in this place from the want of a good cooking kitchen, and 
consequent use of the day-rooms for cooking ; the rooms were intolerably hot, and must 
e unwholesome. The change of the dietary from the bread diet (although the most ex- 
pensive) has been postponed in many counties, until by the completion of a good kitchen 
e inconvenience and dirt of cooking in day-rooms could be avoided. 

■ House of Conection. 

Th^° n ^ m ?^ e employment of the male prisoners in this gaol is on the tread-wheel. 
Die female side of this prison is a credit to the city and the officers ; the women are 
uniformly clothed, classed and employed. Some regular washing troughs are wanted ; the 
ouse is in evejjj^ respect in a high state of order and cleanliness. 

Lunatic Wards, House of Industry.

I County of Wexford Gaol. 

I found this prison in a regular and cleanly state, and some of the suggestions made 
at the last inspection carried into effect, particularly that respecting the distribution of 
duty amongst the officers ; separate turnkeys being now allotted to the different branches 
of the establishment. 

The Hoard of Superintendence (although regular at their meetings) did not assemble 
pursuant to summons on the day of inspection ; but I understand, that it was in their 
contem jdation to diminish the number of turnkeys, of which, in my opinion, the due dis- 
charge of the duties of the prison would not admit. It is much to be desired that each 
officer should be required (as a qualification for office) to possess a sufficient knowledge of 
reading and writing, to enable him to instruct his own class without the aid of a general 
schoolmaster, a system which has succeeded in the most satisfactory manner in other 
counties, and in accomplishing which no difficulty has occurred. 

The prisoners are partially employed in breaking stones; no arrangement has been made 
for the sale of the broken stones, but the supply wanted in order to complete the flooring 
of the insulating passage and yards would afford employment for a considerable time. 
I have communicated in detail with the local inspector, and submitted a proposition to the 
consideration of the Board, upon the subject. 

The female department is very well regulated with a competent matron, and divided into 
two classes, in a well planned building, completely separated from the male prison ; they 
are employed in spinning and plain work, and in washing the bedding and clothes of the 
whole establishment ; they are carefully instructed by the matron. I had on a former visit 
accomplished the indispensable object of supplying complete prison dresses to the whole 
of the females, and was sorry to find that the system had been discontinued ; considering 
it essential to the good government of the female prison, and to the improvement of the 
habits and feelings of the inmates of a female prison, and to the re-adoption of the uniform 
clothing, and have ventured to introduce it by ordering 20 suits, under the provision of the 
Act 7 Geo. 4, c. 74, s. 87. 

The gaol requires to be painted, and a better description of bedsteads is much wanted. 

No prison dresses are issued to the male prisoners. The Board have only to try the 
system of general clothing, in order to be convinced of the advantage of it ; we are of 
opinion that it is required by law, on a right construction of the Prison Act ; but we are 
persuaded that the trial for one year would secure the permanent adoption of it ; and we 
should strongly recommend it to the county. In the extensive gaol of Cork, we had failed 
to introduce general clothing, until the present year, when the measure was forced upon 
the Board by the prevalence of cholera. The result has been that the Board have found 
the advantages to be so much greater and the cost so much less than they had anticipated, 
that they made a Report to the Grand Jury upon the subject at the last assizes, and the 
system has been permanently established. 



Lunatic Wards, House of Industiy. 

THE district asylum at Carlow, being now in operation, the number of lunatics in these 
wards is reduced to such patients as are incurable and inadmissible into a prison of that 
class; 1 found, notwithstanding, 24 idiots and epileptics in the house, carefully attended 
t<>, and deriving from it every advantage and assistance of which their cases admit. Every 
department in this large establishment does credit to the town of Wexford and to the 
officers employed in it. 

Bridewells. 

I was very sorry to find that the Board of Superintendence, in the county town, have 
not as yet extended their care to the prisons of this class, which by the second section of 
the Prison Act, are as much placed under their care as is the county gaol^and experience 
has shown to us that they suffer as much, if not more, from want of that Tmre than would 
a large establishment possessing other checks and advantages. This case has been fully 
discussed by us, in our Eleventh Report (pages 7 8t 33), and we beg to refer the local 
authorities thereto: until the legitimate control is brought to act upon tne system, the state 
of the bridevvells will be found to present those inconsistencies of which there is so striking 
an instance in the comparative state of the prisons of Gorey and Enniscorthy, built pre- 
cisely upon the same plan and of the same class. 

Gorey- 
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Gorey. 

THIS small prison continues to merit the entire approbation of the Inspectors-general ; 
it contains the legal accommodation and separation of male and female prisoners, but on 
a very small scale ; it is however supplied with every thing that is required, and kept uni- 
formly in the highest order.

Enniscorthy. 

THIS prison has been always much neglected ; at the time of the inspection of last year 
it was improved, and a Report was accordingly made more favourable than at any former 
period ; our hope however of progressive improvement has been disappointed, and I can 
use no gentler terms in describing its present state than that it is truly disgraceful ; the 
rooms and yards filthy ; the bedsteads broken ; the small quantity of bedding in complete 
disorder and very bad; and no straw provided by the keeper, who makes a quarterly charge 
for it: when I questioned the keeper respecting the cause of this latter deficiency he 
stated a cause, on which I have instituted inquiry, but which is scarcely credible. 



New Ross. 

I found no change in this prison; it contains ample accommodation and is in tolerably 
good order ; it is sufficiently furnished ; the yards are in great disorder and require to be 
gravelled. 



County of Wicklow Gaol. 

I found no alteration in the gaol at Wicklow, since my last Report. By the attention 
of the Board of Superintendence and local inspector, the prison is kept in an orderly and 
cleanly state ; and the provisions and supplies regulated and served to the prisoners as the 
Act directs; so that there can be on their part no grounds of complaint whatever; on the 
contrary, whatever defects are to be observed in this county gaol are most pleasing to the 
criminals confined, who enjoy all the comforts to which the provisions of the Prison Act 
entitle them, together with a life of perfect ease and indolence. Those enactments of the 
legislature which require their labour for the benefit of the public, and subject them to a 
life of continual restraint and discipline, are not in operation ; to them there is nothing 
formidable or painful in a sentence to imprisonment. . 

In the Report of 1831 (Tenth Report), we pointed out the particulars in which we were 
desirous to urge upon the Board of Superintendence the introduction of some improve- 
ments into their system; and in the subsequent year, finding that our Report had not been 
acted upon, we repeated the same observations ; and I am sorry to find that no steps have 
been taken in consequence. The principal defect, the defect indeed to which all the others 
are to be attributed, is the want of employment for the prisoners. At an early period the 
gaol of Wicklow was conspicuous, as being one of the most forward in this particular, and 
at a time when an active system of employment and prison discipline was rare, it presented 
a scene of industry; but as other counties have advanced, and employment has spread 
over almost every part of Ireland, this county has discontinued its exertions and fallen into 
the class of the most backward in the state of discipline in their prisons. I cannot avoid 
attributing the present state of things, and the want of success in this important matter, in 
a great measure, to a deficiency of talent and competency in the governor ; such is found 
to be the case, almost without an exception, in the gaols in which the principal objects of 
prison discipline have failed, and in which the enactments of the Legislature have not all 
been carried into effect ; other causes are generally assigned ; but our experience has shown 
to us that active, zealous, and intelligent officers, remunerated as are the governors of our 
county gaols, very seldom fail to overcome all difficulties which tend to impede the pro- 
gress of a good system. It is painful, but it is imperative on us to give our candid opinion 
on such points to the Grand Juries of the several counties ; at present, improvement of a 
decided character is almost hopeless. 

The female class are well attended to and employed, and the extension of clothing to the 
wnole of that class and to tried criminals is satisfactory. 

I trust that a conference with the Board, which has been appointed, will produce a bene- 
ficial change. 

Baltinglass District Bridewell. 

THIS district bridewell, though badly planned and situated, contains sufficient accom- 
modation for the classes of prisoners that are confined. The regulated supplies are issued, 
and the magistrates in the vicinity pay constant attention to the state in which the prison 
is kept ; the keeper is a competent officer; the tread-wheel is at present useless, and as 
mug as this prison should be continued on its present footing, it would be most important 
to keep it in operation. This gaol contains ten cells, four day-rooms, and four yards.

NORTH DISTRICT. 

County of Antrim Gaol. 

THIS county gaol remains in the same defective state with respect to accommodation 
in which it has been reported for so many years, and no measure of any importance to 
remedy the evil, and to place the gaols of this county on a par with those of others has 
been decided upon. Amongst the various arrangements which have been under the*con- 
sideration of the county Grand Jury, it seems now to be the general opinion, that the most 
advantageous course to pursue will be to leave the gaol at Carrickfergus as it now stands 
for the reception of the untried classes only, and to provide an effective house of correction 
at Belfast, an object which would by no means be effected by the expenditure of so small 
a sum as that now presented, while the application of that sum, however judiciously 
directed, might embarrass future proceedings, and prevent more effective measures. 1 
I found the gaol of Carrickfergus in the same good order in which I have always found 
it; the general order and cleanliness do great credit to the local inspector and officers 
and several improvements have been made since last inspection. It is indeed but justice* 
to the county to say, that although in the architectural aids to prison discipline they are 
behind all other counties, the evil is as much as possible counteracted by the activity and 
zeal manifested in the management of the existing establishment. No good system 
however, can be introduced, until the means are afforded of carrying it into effect in its* 
various branches, pursuant to the enactments of the Legislature. 







Belfast House of' Correction. 

THIS building is unaltered since the last inspection, and continues to afford a verv 
insufficient accommodation for the classes of prisoners admitted into it ; and the sum of 
money which has been presented by the Grand Jury, and is now available for the enlarge- 
ment of the house, is quite inadequate to the object If double the sum of 2,000/., now 
presented, should be expended, as my colleague suggested in his Report of 1832, it micht 
render the house of correction more effective, but even 4,000/. would but badly keep pace 
f improvement f prisons for the county of Antrim, which we originally 
subm tied to the Grand Jury, and for which plans were frequently before them, w! have

The numbers employed on the day of inspection were 103; males 51 ; 28 of whom were 
at work in the garden and grounds, and 23 at inside work and trades ; females 52 \ of 
whom 28 were employed in spinning, 16 washing, knitting and needlework, and eight as 
servants. 

The amount of the manufactured articles within the year as follows: 1,500 hanks of 
yarn and thread spun and made ; 600 articles of clothing manufactured and made, and 
a considerable quantity of quilting and sheets. 

The general deportment and appearance of the patients was most gratifying ; not more 
than three persons sick or under personal restraint. 

The medical department is ably and zealously conducted, and in the moral treatment 
the leading principles are humanity and gentleness. * 



County of Armagh Gaol. 

THE counties of Armagh and Antriih arc the only counties in Ireland in which no steps 
have been taken, since the introduction of late improvements in the laws relating to prisons 
in Ireland, to build such a prison or addition to their county gaol, as would enable them 
to carry into effect the intention of the Legislature, and to conduct the discipline of their 
gaol in conformity with the provisions of the late Act. In the county of Armagh we 
suggested the adoption of either of two plans, to build a hew gaol, or to allow the present 
building to remain for the reception of debtors, females, King’s evidences, &c., and to 
erect a large addition on the radiating plan, as a house of correction, under the 83d section 
of the Prison Act. 

The principal defect of this prison is, that the means are not afforded of establishing the 
principles of solitary imprisonment by night, a provision indispensable to the success of the 
system which aims at reformation of criminals. It is admitted and urged by all writers 
upon the subject, and by all practical officers, that nothing effectual can be done towards 
effecting this object if evil communication is permitted during the night; this is, however, 
but one of the many deficiencies of the accommodation of the gaol. These considera- 
tions have been brought before the Grand Jury year after year, but the prison sub- 
stantially remains unaltered ; some minor improvements, principally suggested by the 
intelligent local inspector, have been made, and attended with good effect, but the 
important part of the subject has been postponed from time to time. The Grand Jury 
may rest assured that if a sufficient building was erected, it would inevitably lead to the 
introduction of all the best system of discipline ; the Board of Superintendence would see 
the necessity of preparing, without loss of lime, a code of bye-laws to regulate the operations 
of the prison, and to establish a regular system of attendance. 

We have experienced in many counties the great change which has followed the first 
opening of a commodious prison ; prior to it no interest was excited on the subject ; the 
prisoners were supplied with all those comforts which render gaols attractive to them, and 
consequently, if not corrected by sound discipline, lead to the increase of crime ; while 
those provisions of the Act which impose moral restraints and constant labour upon the 
inmates, which render prisons painful to the evil-disposed, and profitable to the better 
class of prisoners, were wholly neglected, but on the occupation of the new gaol, every 
provision of the law was brought into active operation, and a general interest felt on the 
subject throughout the county. 

We found this gaol very clean, and every thing conducted with accuracy and order by 
the officers, who thereby prove that their services would be valuable under more favourable 
circumstances. 

Bridewells. 

THE bridewells of this county not having been taken in charge by the Board of Superin- 
tendence, no uniformity of system can be expected, and the state of each depends upon 
the comparative accommodation and the efficiency of the keeper in each, as well as the 
degree of attention which may be paid by the resident neighbouring magistrates. The 
following is the state in which each appeared on the day of inspection. 

Lurgan. 

THIS is a very good and well regulated bridewell^ it has been built upon an improved 
plan, containing separate yards and day-room6 for the male and female prisoners, with 
cells containing seven beds, also sufficient accommodation for the keeper. It is well

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- furnished, is attended to by the magistrates, and the building, yards, and surrounding

Market Ilill. 

THIS very small place of confinement is badly situated, and the accommodation of 
a very inferior 'description ; it contains separation for the male and female prisoners. 
I found it clean, and unexceptionably kept, but the keeper’s apartments were dirty, and 
not as they should be in a public establishment. 



■Ball 1/ bo t. 

THIS is the worst prison now remaining in the county of Armagh ; the day-rooms in 
the yards are damp and insufficient; the yard on the male side is converted into a garden 
for the keeper. I found the sleeping-rooms clean and orderly. 



District Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS asylum continues' to merit the very favourable report- -which we have been 
enabled to make of it for many years; the humane and judicious treatment which has 
been observed towards the patients, .as well as the general order and cleanliness of the 
institution, reflect much credit on the manager and matron, in whom every confidence is 
justly plaoed by the Board of local commissioners, who attend regularly, and exercise an 
' effective control over the whole detail of duty. 

The attention of the Board has been much directed to the evil which naturally grows 
out of the number of cases received as curable, but which turn out to be incurable. 
Many suggestions have been offered to the Government in consequence of the accumula- 
tion of cases of this description which crowd the district asylums. A regulation has been 
adopted, at the suggestion of the commissioners of general control, by which accommoda- 
tion has been contrived for a number of incurable patients, not exceeding half of the 
original establishment of each asylum ; but the prevalence of the disease seems to outrun 
every provision which can be made. We have alluded to this subject in our general 
Report, i

Private Asylum near Armagh, 

Mr. ALLEN’s asylum has increased in number since our last inspection. It is attended 
by Dr. Kidd, physician to the district lunatic asylum, and conducted with care and 
attention to the comforts of the inmates. 



County of Cavan Gaol. 

WHEN I last inspected the gaol of this county it had arrived at a very improved state 
of discipline ; and the favourable report which I was, in consequence, enabled to make, 
has been fully confirmed by that of my colleague, made to Parliament ii> 1832, upon the 
inspection of that year. It is gratifying to me to find that the system is progressively 
improving. To the continued attention of the Board and the decided talent and efficiency 
•of the local inspector is to be attributed the striking change which has taken place in this 
i establishment, which may now be ranked amongst those in which the modern principles of 
prison discipline, as prescribed by the Prison Act, have been effectively brought into opera- 
ation. This is an object of serious importance to the peace and improvement of the 
' country. It is one which we still find much difficulty in accomplishing in many counties, 
notwithstanding the clear and peremptory language of the law, and in opposition to all . 
lessons of experience, the attempt having invariably succeeded in every instance in which 
it has been honestly made. 

The whole of the prisoners in Cavan are employed in stone-breaking, the trades 
of carpenters and shoemakers, and in other useful works. The prisoners are clothed. 
The only remaining deficiency which is to be observed in comparing this prison with 
others is, that there is no uniform and distinct dress for the turnkeys. The establishing 
an uniform not only completes the creditable appearance of the- establishment, but 
answers many useful purposes, by marking the officers of the prisons. It may not only 
be important on many occasions to distinguish them from others, but may operate as 
a salutary check upon their conduct. 

The schools are well. attended to, and the female department is much to be approved. 
The matron is a respectable and well qualified officer. The females are instructed by 
, her, and employed in needlework and washing, also in spinning ; the whole of which is 
.carried on in a most satisfactory manner. The order and appearance of the women and 
their clothing is very creditable. 

On the whole, the inspection of Cavan gaol is as gratifying as that of any which I have 
seen on my present tour. 

Bridewells. 

THE bridewells of this county are newly built, and my present has been my first in- 
spection of them. The state in which I. found them will appear by the following reports; 
but it will be impossible to expect that this branch of the prison department of the county 
will ever prove satisfactory, until the bridewells are brought under strict and uniform regu- 
lation by the Board of Superintendence at Cavan, and until the details are under their direct 
and immediate control, pursuant to 7 Geo. 4, c. 74> Si 2- 

Baileborough. 

THIS court-house and prison are just finished, but not furnished. The bridewell con- 
tains five cells, with separate' day-rooms and yards for male and female prisoners. The 
keeper has not received any training or instruction, and it is therefore unreasonable to 
suppose that he can conduct the system as laid down in the rules and regulations of 
the Court of King’s Bench ; nor does he seem to possess such intelligence as might 
enable him to overcome such difficulties as must be found in undertaking any situation 
without being instructed in the duties of it ; he ought to be ordered to the county gaol, 
there to be trained. 

Coolehill. 

THIS prison is finished and furnished, and I found it. in a' very creditable state, as to 
the interior cleanliness and regulation. The keeper is a very intelligent and zealous young 
man, who promises to be an acquisition in his situation; taking into consideration that lie 
has had no previous training, the state of his prison surprised me. The bridewell contains 
but three cells, with separate day-rooms, and yards for male and female prisoners, and 
apartments for the keeper. The building has been given up by the contractor in a very 
unfinished state. ■ 

Ballyconnel. 

THIS prison contains the same accommodation as that of Cootehill, and I found it in 
equally good order. The keeper has died lately, and his son, an intelligent young man, is 
recommended as his successor. * ’ ' • n .

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County of Donegal Gaol at Lifford. 



I found this county gaol in the same admirable state of order and cleanliness which 
has distinguished it for years, and has drawn from my colleague and me so many favourable 
reports. The labours of the Board of Superintendence and the officers are attended with 
complete success ; and the whole of the establishment exhibits, as it has done, almost 
a model of what the Prison Act prescribes. It is much to be wished that a system so far 
advanced, and truly creditable to the county, should be completed, by a general issue of 
uniform .prison dresses to all classes in the gaol. The suits of male clothing can be pro- 
vided, of the most durable quality, at so low a rate, that when the number of dresses now 
supplied, to meet the cases of actual want of clothing, is examined, and the amount of 
their cost deducted from that of a general issue, it will be found that the additional 
expense to the county would be but trifling, while the object attained is of the utmost 
importance, and one which the Act provides for as clearly as for the supply of food or 
beddin^'To'the pauper prisoner. The state of the yards and apartments, the arrangements 
for preparing and serving the provisions, the qualification and dress of the turnkeys, the 
distribution of duty, the system of the hospital and baths, the economy in expenditure, 
and mode of keeping accounts and books, are all deserving of the highest expression of 
approbation. The school is effective ; instances were exhibited at my inspection of 
prisoners who have learned to read and write at the gaol school exclusively, having been 
totally ignorant at the period of their committals. . . „ • , 

The work of the prisoners is general, as the Act directs ; it consists principally ot 
breaking stones, which has been productive. Several prisoners are employed at their 
trades and in pounding bones for manure, the demand for which is beyond the possible 
supply This description of work is recommended to the attention of other counties. 

The female department is a striking feature in the system of this excellent establishment ; 
it has been enlarged and improved since last inspection. The women are separated in 
two classes, and employed in needlework, spinning, and washing. * . 

The Board of Superintendence are regular in their attendance, and anxiously promote' 
a sound system of prison discipline. The governor, matron, and other intern oflicers, 
are well qualified and attentive in their several stations. The clerical and medical offices 

efficiently filled: and so much of the credit of Lifford gaol is to be attributed to the zeal 

• and ability of the Rev. Mr. Clarke, local inspector, that it is but justice to him to bear 
special testimony to the value of his services. , \ , -o ann „ 

A general kitchen has been provided, since the want of it was noticed in the Report 

of 1832. 

Donegal Bridewell. 



I have only to repeat the observations of Major Palmer upon this prison, viz. that the 
accommodation falls short of what the law requires. The situation is tow. Mid the, ^ yards 
■ confined. This is now without the possibility of correction ; but the Grand Jury have it 

in their power to add the indispensable accommodation of apartments for 
availing themselves of the opportunity of purchasing the adjoining house; if this opportu- 
nity shall be lost, the prison can never be a legal bridewell. 



Letterkenny Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell has now been in operation for some years ; it contains eve^ necessary 
accommodation. The quarterly returns and dietary are conducted with regularity, and 
the prison kept in good order.

Ncwnj Bridewell. 

THIS ill contrived and inconvenient prison affords accommodation enough for the num- 
bers committed, and it is . supplied with all that the law directs, and kept clean and regular. 

The keener submitted to me an estimate for gravelling the yards at so high an amount, 
that it would appear to me better economy to (lag them as the yards in the county gaol. 

The way in which I conceive -this house could be best altered, so as to exhibit anything 
like the plan of a gaol, would be by allotting the upper floor as it is, to the keeper, and to 
completely new model the ground floor, throwing the windows to the rear, and forming 
day-rooms opening into the yards, and corridores of single cells. This, I think, would be 
very easily contrived and very important. 

Lunatic Asylum in Downpatrick. 

THIS private asylum, lately kept by Dr. Reid, has passed into other hands ; five patients 
of a respectable class were confined on the day of inspection, and appeared to be supplied 
with every comfort and humanely treated. * 



* County of Fermanagh. 

1 found this county gaol still progressively improving; and the number of prisoners 
l, e i n< r very low on the day of inspection, the accommodation was sufficient. The prisoners 
are kept steadily at work, and the Board of Superintendence have contrived to procure 
a sale for the broken stones. The tread-wheel is in operation, and in good order; the 
school regularly attended to, and the whole interior regulation satisfactory, and con- 
formable to the provisions of the Prison Act. The dietary is prepared in a general steam- 
kitchen, and served with order and regularity. 

The female class is now very well arranged. The women are separated in a working and 
washing class, and fully employed ; they are clothed in uniform dresses, arid their appear- 
ance was creditable. ... , . ,, . - . , 

The deficiency which strikes an inspector in this gaol is the want ot prison dresses tor 
the male prisoners. This part of the supplies, to which poor prisoners are clearly entitled 
upon a fair construction of the Prisdn Act, has been very slowly afforded throughout the 
several counties in Ireland. We have made it a principal subject of observation in our 
annual Reports; and l am happy to find that it has gained more ground in becoming 
general, durin°- the last, than within the compass of any lormer year ; and the want ot 
uniform prison dresses is now rare. 1 have submitted a proposition to the Board of 
Superintendence, and trust that another year will complete the accomplishment ot this 

° b ¥he want of separate cells for the average committals, also of a regular and classed 
chapel, of work-rooms or solitary cells, and of hospital yards, pointed out by my colleague 
in his Report of the last year, remain uncorrected and unsupplied. . 

- The local inspector ind officers were reported by him as zealous and eflective in their 
several stations ; and I am happy to confirm his Report. The uniform dress of the turn- 
keys adds much to the regular appearance of the establishment. 



Newtown Butler. 

THE bridewell attached to the court-house in this town affords separate day-rooms and 
yards for male and female prisoners, and cells sufficient for the wants of a prison ot this 
class; it is furnished and supplied with all that the Act requires, and I found it in good 
order. The mode of supplying the diet, &c. for the prison, as prescribed by the 7 Geo. 4, 
c. 74, s. 05, is not adopted as in all other prisons of this description. The keeper receives 
the 7 inadequate salary of 10Z. a year, but receives the gaol allowance fo [ a ^ P" 8 ° ner ’ 
and a profit upon the diet of the prisoners. These profits bring his emoluments up to as 
much as an adequate salary would amount to, 30 1. a year; but the arrangement is 
objectionable, and not according to law. 



County of Kildare. , 

Naas Gaol. 

THE new gaol at Naas has been occupied since lost spring, and was inspected by 
Major Woodward in the month of August, and .1 visited it again in the month ot 
December. It amply supplies all the want of accommodation and deficiencies ot the old 
prison, and it will prove satisfactory to the Grand Jury, and compensate P ' 

the expense incurred, to know. that a great and manifest improvement has taken p 

the discipline of this gaol. , .. n f 

There are sufficient day-rooms, yards, classes and cells, -for the averag 
prisoners. A good school has been established. The female classes are nrovided 
63. ii& f 4 * 
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provided with work and instruction, under the care of a malron. There is a General 
prison dress for the male criminals. The entire establishment is remarkable for cleanliness 
and good order. The books and accounts of the gaol are kept with neatness and regularity 
and the sick are attended to in hospital -by a qualified medical officer. 

The Board of Superintendence continue their benevolent attention to the internal 
economy and interests of the establishment; and the local inspector and governor are 
zealous and careful in the discharge of their duty. 1 have before reported that I expected 
the governor, Mr. Clarke, would become a valuable public officer ; and it would be unjust 
were I not to state, that in occupying the new gaol he has proved himself very intelligent 
and practically qualified for his office. The rest of the resident officers appear to be°well 
chosen and active men. 

It only remains for me to submit to the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence such 
matters as may be necessary to be provided for, to enable the officers to carry on a perfect 
system of discipline and moral government, calculated to lessen crime and improve the 
habits of the inmates. 1 

1. A tread-wheel should be put up to execute the sentence to hard labour. 

2. Employment at stone-breaking and some trades should be procured, as there is at 
present no permanent employment, without which idleness and evil communication will 
counteract all the good effects of the present discipline. 

3. A good code of bye-laws should be established. 

4. An additional turnkey is required to aid the governor in preserving continual 
inspection and silence, and a uniform coat should be provided for each turnkey. 

5. A steam apparatus should be put up to secure economy in diet. ; at present the bread 
diet costs at least 2 cl. per head per day more than the potato dietary. 

G. A more perfect separation is required in the hospital, to prevent the male and female 
patients from intercourse; a slight partition wall would effect this. 

7U1. The water should be conveyed by pipes from the pump in the hospital-yard, which 
can be done at a trifling expense. 

8th. The sewer of the gaol should be enlarged, which with some flagging, laundry furni- 
ture, a few lamps, and a clock to direct all the movements of the prison, would complete 
the internal arrangements, and make this gaol a pattern , for order, economy and discipline. 

No vegetable garden should be allowed within the walls of the gaol. 



Athy Gaol. 

THIS small county gaol has proved useful in aid of the extensive prison now furnished at 
Naas. It possesses the necessary legal accommodation for the average number of prisoners, 
having six day-rooms and six Yards, with thirty-two cells. The local inspector and officers 
are attentive and zealous in the discharge of their duty, and there does not exist any 
abuse ; there is, however, no male school ; and I submit that the turnkeys should be 
required to attend to this duty ; they did not appear to consider they were paid for this 
extra employment which is now practised in many of the best county prisons. There is no 
tread-wheel for hard labour. 

There is some employment for male prisoners occasionally at stone-breaking. The 
female class is attended to carefully by the matron, and most of the inmates are clothed. 
The hospital is carefully attended to by the doctor, the books and accounls are accurately 
kept, and the diet economically issued, and nOw dressed by steam. 

The Board of Superintendence, meet at stated periods, and control the expenditure and 
management of this prison. 

Some bedsteads are still required. to complete the furniture. 



County of Leitrim. 

Gaol at Carrick-on-Shannon. 

THIS county prison remains much in the same state it was reported on last year, con- 
sisting most of the elements of a sound system ; but in consequence of the want ol suf- 
ficient permanent employment, and there not being a turnkey to each .class to preserve 
silence, and prevent the evil tendency of all intercourse amongst prisoners, it is impos- 
sible to expect that moral government and rational punishment resulting from such. treat* 
ment that must tend to lessen crime and make confinement odious, if not productive of 
reformation. Under these circumstances, it is painful to me not to be able to report a pro- 
gressive state of discipline. When I compare this gaol with many of those valuable 
establishments in the North, such as Downpatrick, Derry, Omagh and Lifford, I do 
not mean by this to convey a charge against the Working officers of the gaol, as the prison 
was very clean and orderly, the diet economical and regularly served, the school attended 
to, and the men sentenced to hard labour kept on the tread-wheel ; but these things do 
not constitute the whole of prison discipline, and any link wanting deranges every thing. 
An occasional want of employment involvesidle, if not dissolute habits ; the want of inspec- 
tion at all hours involves an intercourse amongst prisoners that must tend to evil. I would 

s p. wish 
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•ish to see every hour of a prisoner’s time engaged in some useful or moral employ- North 

ent, retirine to a single cell at night, and every officer of the gaol engaged, as opporlu- District. 

ties offer, in zealously forwarding reformation and discipline. * v 

The Board of Superintendence held a meeting at my inspection, and entered warmly 
to my views, and undertook to meet monthly in future, and to recommend to the Grand 
■ry to provide for constant employment and additional turnkeys to secure a more perfect 
spection. 

There was no correct account of the stone-breaking kept, and consequently no proof of 
he profit or loss on this work. Prisoners have by law a right to one-third of the profit, 
r to know there is none, by a clear and well-kept account. 

The Board stated to me that they were not aware of the difficulty of procuring stones to 
•eak, and were not by any official document made acquainted by the working officers of 
•at was required to forward discipline. All the wants of a gaol should appear in the 
ird-book given in by the local inspector and governor for the consideration of the 
ard, who will then judge for themselves. Our experience in the best gaols invariably shows 
officers continually requiring what is necessary, and seldom if ever failing to pro- 
e the order. There actually were not sufficient hammers for the prisoners to break 
nes with. 

The female department is classed and attended to by the matron; but a laundry is 
ich wanted ; and the bye-laws for the gaol should be printed and circulated. 

I recommended the trial of some trades for young prisoners, and that a prison dress should 
given to all the tried prisoners, and some sheds to be erected in the yards for stone- 
reaking. 

A well is sinking at present within the walls of the gaol, which will be of great use. 

Manor- Hamilton Bridewell. 

I found this small prison remarkably clean and well attended to; the pauper prisoners 
are fed, and the registry correctly kept. The yard should be divided, and a pump sunk in 
one of them. 



County of Londonderry Gaol. 

THIS county gaol continues to merit a most favourable report, and is even considerably 
improved since the period of my last inspection of it. Nothing can be more effective and 
zealous than the exertions made to carry into effect the most important of all objects in 
prison discipline, the constant and profitable employment of all classes of the prisoners ; 
much attention is also paid to render this employment morally advantageous, by preventing 
he prisoners from conversing with each other during the hours of work. The profits on 
'ork have been satisfactory ; that on the pulverizing bones for manure has been particu- 
irly considerable. 

The ample accommodation afforded in this building enables the officers to establish 
uinute classification ; and the number of officers is sufficient to give effect to that classifi- 
cation, by keeping a constant watch over their respective charges. My colleague, in his 
Report of the last year, enumerated several important particulars in which the gaol in 
Londonderry may be held out as an example. The separation of prisoners ; prevention of 
sonverse ; the number of officers, and distribution of duty ; the regulations of the school ; 
issue of prison dress ; system of preparing and serving the dietary ; and more especially 
.he comprehensive system of bye-laws, 8cc., in every one of which particulars I found the 
.good arrangements persevered in. 

The females are placed in three classes, under a qualified matron. I have submitted, 
i hrough the valuable local inspector, to the consideration of the Board of Superintendence, 
ome suggestions relative to the government of the female prisoners, to be laid before them 
at their next meeting subsequent to the date of my inspection. 

On the whole, the system of this establishment is most satisfactory, and places it in the 
rank of one of our best county gaols. 

Bridewells. 



THE subject to which it is now most important to draw the attention of the Grand Jury 
-and Board of Superintendence, is the state of the bridewells in the quarter-sessions towns; 
which branch of the prison discipline of the county of Londonderry forms a very unpleasant 
{contrast to the state of the county gaol. 

i The improvement of bridewells throughout Ireland has been the most striking and suc- 
cessful feature of the system since our inspection of prisons has commenced. In almost 
every county new prisons of this class have been erected, which contain apartments for the 
Keeper, with separate yards and day-rooms for male and female prisoners, and a suitable 
piumber (according to the situation) of cells for each sex ; they are completely furnished, 
fend supplied as the Act directs, and so kept as to exhibit precise miniatures of the county 
[gaol. ’ 

' These prisons are placed, by the Prison Act, under the control of the Board of Superin- 
tendence ; and they being the only legitimate authority by whom regulations can be carried 
u. ’ jo jo into 
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North 'nto effect, these bridewell* must necessarily fall into a neglected and disorderly state, if 
Dutnct. not comprehended within the charge of the Board. We have exerted ourselves as niudT - 

* as in us lav to counteract the want of ouch local control ; but experience has shown to us 

that there can be no compensation for the want of the local authority. 

The provisions of the Act applicable to bridewells, and rules and regulations of the 
Court of King’s Bench, are very distinct, and are posted up in everf bridewell ; in addition 
to which, every Board who have taken up the subject have formed county regulations, 
examples of which, and of the forms of business which have been established, we should be 
happy to supply. 

This subject is earnestly recommended to the consideration of the Board of Superin- 
tendence, in whose hands the power is already placed ; and the following Reports will show 
to them the indispensable necessity for their interference. 



Newtown Limivady. 

THIS is a new prison, but built without reference to the Prison Act, and contains bnt 
two apartments ; it is, however, not much occupied, and is near to the county gaol. 



Coleraine. 

A ini of 1,200 /. has been presented to erect a bridewell ; it is therefore unnecessary 
to repeat our observations on the miserable state of the place of imprisonment now used in 
this town. 



Magherafelt. 

THIS prison i* wholly unfit for the reception of prisoners, and incapable of beino- ren- 
dered a proper place of confinement. There is no apartment for the keeper. It will be 
proposed to the Grand Jury to present the necessary sum at the next assizes for building 
a suitable prison. 



District Lunatic Asylum, Jjondonderry. 



THIS asylum continues to merit the high .character which it, in common with the other 
institutions of this class, has sustained from the period of its first establishment. The fol- 
lowing is \he state of the asylum from the year 183a to 1833, distributed by counties :

The great evil still pressing upon the district asylums is the increase of incurable cases, 
which amount to 104 out of the 148 cases now remaining in this institution : (see our obser- 
vations on this head in our general Report.) The numbers employed on the day of inspec- 
tion, 54 females and 39 males ; but three patients were under personal restraint, and but one 
sick. Every possible attention is paid to the welfare of the asylum, and humane treatment of 
the inmates. Tlie Board of Superintendence are constant in their attendance and effective ; 
and the manager and matron, Mr. and Mrs. Cluffe, possess every qualification necessary for 
the advantageous exercise of the important duties of their stations. Nothing can, on the 
whole, be more satisfactory than the inspection of the Londonderry lunatic asylum. 



Lunatic Wards, County Infirmary. 

THIS humane provision for the care of idiots, epileptic cases and others not admissible 
into district asylums, is still continued and conducted with attention and humanity. It is 
the subject of the anxious consideration of the Commissioners of the district asylum to 
procure other means of providing for persons of this description to a much greater extent, 
and a preposition has been made to Government upon the subject. 



County 
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County of Longford Gaol. North 

District. 

OUR Report ou the inteiior management of this county gaol last year was very un- 
favourable. Since that period the local inspector and the governor have resigned their 
offices, ami the Grand Jury have appointed Captain Walker, inspector. This gentleman’s 
zeal and intelligence as a member of the former Board ol Superintendence, secure to the 
county an officer whose general control over the discipline of the gad must have the best 
effect. The governor’s situation was vacant at my inspection, but' 1 understand that the 
High Sheriff, in conjunction with the Grand Jury, were endeavouring to procure a person 
for the office who should be highly qualified ; under these circumstances, it would be 
unreasonable to point out as a matter of report, deficiencies in discipline and internal 
arrangements, which can only be remedied by time, and the active inspection of intelli- 
gent officers. 

On the days of my inspection 1 had much intercourse with Captain Walker, and from 
his anxiety on the subject, on which he is well informed, I have no doubt but a new scene 
will be exhibited within the walls of this prison. The Grand Jury have liberally provided 
accommodation for classification and moral discipline, and should they fail in seeing the 
results of a sound system, they will have reason to attribute it to some deficiency in the 
working officers of the establishment. Employment must replace idlentss, which with 
school instruction, a single cell at night for each prison, and a minute inspection conti- 
nually kept up during the day, so as to prevent escapes or any intercourse amonpst the 
criminals, must produce an efficient change, and make this gaol a scene of industry? moral ' 
government and rational punishment. 

1 stated to the local inspector the various minor matters that were necessary, including 
books for all the accounts and registry. The hospital department is well attended to. The 
diet is economical, and there is no reason to doubt the efficient discharge of the chaplain’s 
duly. There is a good tread-wheel for hard labour. 

The females should be divided into two classes at least, and the washing-house repaired 
to provide employment for them.. ’ 

1 should add, that the first turnkey, Mr. Spear, who has had the management during 
1 rV. VaCanC ^ l * ie S overnor ’ 8 situation, has conducted himself much to the satisfaction 
of Captain Walker, and proved himself a useful and intelligent officer. 



County of Louth Gaol, at Dundalk. 

I FOUND this gaol unaltered since last inspection. I unfortunately missed being present 
at a meeting of the Board which took place on the day after my inspection ; but I had every 
thing favourable to say to them with respect to the cleanly state of the prison, and the 
order and regularity with which l saw.the routine of duty performed durino the course of 
the day. ° 

The prisoners who are convicted are all clothed ; the female classes kept to work, and 
superintended as well as instructed by a competent matron. A male school carried on 
and the men employed at breaking stones, and some few on the tread-wheel, which was 
not in good order. The books are regularly kept. 

This prison has many defects; it is not on a good plan, contains no work-rooms 
wherein to carry on trades, a system now making great progress in our county gaols ; but 
the principal defect is, the want of a sufficient number of cells to admit of separate cells 
when the gaol is full. 1 

The Board of Superintendence are regular in their days of meeting, which is an advan- 
tage invaluable to a county gaol, and I should recommend to them a measure suggested to 
me by the governor, viz. to secure for the county the possession of the yard adjoining to 
the gaol. It is stated by the governor as necessary for the security of the prison ; at all 
events it might be so inconvenient to the county not to be able to procure this piece of 
ground, in the event of future enlargement of ti;e building, that it would be a matter of 
great importance to avail themselves of the opportunity of now purchasing it. 

1 was surprised to find no loom at work, and so few tradesmen at their respective trades, 
atter having left that striking scene of industry, the gaol at Downpatrick. I would sngl 
S-ttothe Board the imitation of the system of that institution in one particular, viz. the 
establishment of a ropewalk round the insulating passage. The local situation of Dun- 
dalk. would render this plan feasible.

v ' be devised for enabling the governor to avail himself of the accommodation which the 
building affords. 

There are now three turnkeys to assist the governor in this small gaol, which number 
are quite sufficient to carry on an improved system. The local inspector is very anxious 
to do so, and I trust that a considerable change will take place in the state of the prison 
discipline within a very short period. 



County of Meath Gaol. 

THE new gaol of this county was not as yet occupied at the time of my inspection, 
although the building was finished and given up by the contractor, and in progress of 
being furnished, and the prisoners will probably be removed from the old prison before this 
Report shall be presented. 

The attention of the respectable local inspector and the officers has always shown this 
old prison in a cleanly, and so far as the principles of prison discipline could be acted 
upon, in an orderly state, and much care has been taken to economise the public money. 
The prisoners are partially employed at stone-breaking, and the tread-wheel is in opera- 
tion. The male school is not sufficiently attended to ; the master is competent but otherwise 
employed ; and the whole system of the female prison will call for the attention of the 
Board of Superintendence, when the arrangements shall be made on the occupation of the 
new gaol. The sole object of importance contemplated in the building of new and exten- 
sive county gaols, being to enable the counties to introduce the best principles of prison 
discipline, thereby rendering a sentence to imprisonment beneficial as well as formidable 
to a criminal, and consequently discouraging to crime, it completely defeats the end for 
which the expense is incurred, if the several departments are not placed under persons 
nualified by talent and skill as well as by character to conduct them, and exclusively 
devoted to their repective duties. J 



Kel/s Bridewell. 

THIS prison contains two day-rooms, separate yards for males and females, with four 
cells on one side and three on the other, together with apartments for the keeper ; it is 
completely furnished, and the keeper seems to be a competent officer ; but the bridewells 
of Meath will never attain the perfection of those in other counties, until they are con- 
ducted m the same manner under the direct control of the Board of Superintendence of the 
county. It is recommended to the Grand Jury to enclose the front of this prison for 
which an estimate will be submitted to them.

THIS bridewell contains ample accommodation for keeper and for male and female nri-

Castleblayney Bridewell. 

THIS prison continues to maintain its good character, and is in every respect creditable to 
the countv ; it contains ample accommodation for the purposes for which it is wanted, and 
onstantly kept in the most orderly and clean state. The ground surrounding is improved 
and kept in that high state of neatness which marks the town and neighbourhood of 
Castleblayney. 

Carriclcmacross Bridewell. 

I visited this prison for the first time since it was occupied and a new keeper 
appointed. It does not contain the prescribed accommodation, but has been built upon 
a plan which admits of, and is imperfect without, further additions. I found it fully fur- 
nished, and kept in a most creditable state of order and cleanliness. 



County of Roscommon Gaol. 

THE only alteration in this prison since our last Report is, that the tread-wheel has been 
repaired, and consequently, the sentence to hard labour is executed, and the school is 
much improved. These are important points in prison discipline, and prove, that when 
the means are provided, the working officers of the establishment are sufficiently active and 
intelligent to carry on a sound system of discipline, the tendency of which would be to 
lessen crime by reformation, or at least to prevent it, from the fear of rational privation and 
punishment exercised in a well regulated gaol. So long, however, as there is not permanent 
employment for every prisoner, a single ceil at night for each, and such constant inspection 
observed as will prevent intercourse and idleness, it is quite hopeless to expect good 
results. It rests with the Grand Jury and Board of Superintendence to provide work, an 
additional number of cells, and turnkeys to carry on this system ; and it is only my duty 
to state the facts, and submit them for consideration. 

A cooking kitchen is still required to secure cleanliness, order and economy : each class 
now dress their food in their day-room. A prison dress, at least for tried criminals, should 
be ordered ; bye-laws should also be made by the Board, and a set of books should be 
procured to keep the accounts and various registries directed by the Act. I again beg to 
submit to the consideration of the Grand Jury, the expense of fqod and fuel in this prison, 
which far exceeds that of any gaol in Ireland of equal numbers. 

There is not sufficient classification for the female prisoners. Should the Board of 
Superintendence consider it expedient to meet monthly, with a view to inquire into and con-' 
trol all these matters, much good would arise to the public establishments in this county. 

I found the gaol remarkably clean and regular, so far as respects the duty of the governor, 
inspector, medical officer, and chaplains, in their various departments. 

I inspected the old gaol, where the county lunatics and idiots are confined; they are 
humanely and kindly treated, and no abuse exists ; but the place does not admit of that 
employment and exercise so necessary to those suffering under these maladies. Ballinasloe 
district asylum is now open, and will relieve the county of many of them ; and perhaps it 
would be found a matter of economy and comfort to those who remain, to remove them to 
the infirmary, which the surgeon considers practicable. 

Boyle Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell contains two day-rooms, two yards and ten cells. It is kept clean and 
regular ; the pauper prisoners are fed, and the registry attended to. 



Strolcestown Bridewell. 

THIS small prison is not kept as clean as it ought to be, and one cell was occupied by 
the keeper ; I found also a stack of corn or straw in the yard : these things are abuses, 
which seldom or ever exist in any part of Ireland, and if continued, must end in the 
removal of the keeper. He has promised to avoid such irregularities in future.

Athlone Bridewell. 

THIS small bridewell is at present kept by the widow of the late keeper, an unpre- 
cedented case ; the yard walls are quite too low for security. The pump is out of order 
and some repairs are wanted. An escape Lately occurred through the window and over 
the yard walls. 



County of Sligo Gaol. 

THIS county gaol stands high amongst the prisons of Ireland for discipline and cood 
order, which has gradually been produced by the zeal of the local inspector, aided bv the 
governor and resident officers. It is a remarkable instance of what may be effected bv 
good officers, without the regular weekly or monthly inspection, and control of a Board of 
Superintendence. In this county the Board have not found it convenient to meet period- 
ically, or perhaps are not aware of the great acquisition such constant meetings are to all 
public establishments, m supporting good officers, discovering abuses, and providing with 
despatch all that is necessary for the continual well-being and moral discipline of a gaol 
1,114 Board meets whenever called upon by the local inspector, but this leaves much 
responsibility on Ins shoulders ; and should this county officer be indolent, and the srovernnr 
careless, the prison discipline would soon be relaxed, and abuses would creep in which 
could not occur under the regular inspection of some members of the Board. I mention 
these facts from our-experience in other gaols, and would submit for favourable considera- 
tion that the Board of Superintendence should decide upon monthly or half monthly meet- 
mgs, and thus give that support, by personal inspection, which they now virtually give bv 
ordering whatever is recommended by the local inspector * J b > y

The female prison is under good regulation. The arrangements of the Board respecting ' v 
that department are judicious, and meet every necessary point. I was, however, disap- 
nointed in the state in which I found it. Such steps have been taken as will, I have no 
doubt, place this important branch as high in its state of order and cleanliness as any other 
part of the establishment. 

r The hopitalsare sufficiently roomy, and kept in such a manner as to reflect much credit 
on the medical branch of the prison, and on the females who have charge of the wards. 

They establish an additional claim to be supplied with proper furniture. The bedsteads, 
bedding, tables and seats are in a most wretched state, and should be all renewed. 

Major Palmer has concluded his last Report with the following observations, which it 
is my duty to repeat; viz. a reception-room is wanted for prisoners on their first admission, 
and a place for lunatics and idiots. There is sufficient room in the large yard in front, and 
a sum of about 500 l. would erect the necessary buildings. 



Dungannon Bridewell. 

I found this bridewell in good order; it contains accommodation not only for male and 
female prisoners, with separate yards and day-rooms, and a sufficient number of cells, but 
also debtors’ apartments ; both master and pauper debtors were confined on the day of 
inspection, who were not sufficiently separated in consequence, as was alleged, of smoking 
chimnies. 

The situation of the prison is unfavourable, but the apartments good. 



Clogher Bridewell. 

THIS new prison contains all the necessary accommodation that the law requires for 
affording separation of male and female prisoners. This building completes the bridewell 
system of the county. 

Strabane Bridewell. 

THIS bridewell has always been kept in regular and creditable order. It contains the 
necessary apartments ; and I found it clean and regular as usual. 



County Westmeath Gaol. 

IT is quite useless to report upon the state of the gaol of this county, in which a con- 
siderable expense has been incurred in building a new prison, with very little advantage 
attained beyond that of removing the inconvenience of an over-crowded prison. There is 
no system of interior regulation ; no employment; no improvement in the female class ; 
and every defect pointed out by my "colleague in the Report of last year remains uncor- 
rected. Major Palmer and I concur in the opinion, that the governor is an officer who 
would afford satisfaction to tlie county under more advantageous circumstances ; and we 
should be very happy to co-operate with the Board of Superintendence in an endeavour to 
establish a better system. 

It is at present unprofitable to enter into details. The duties of the chaplains and medi- 
cal officers are regularly performed. 



Moate Bridewell. 

THIS new prison contains ample accommodation, with complete separation for male 
and female prisoners. It is now occupied under a competent keeper, recently appointed, 
and was in creditable order on the day of inspection.
